A question developed, as to 
whether 11 or 12 persons were 
aboard. The passenger list re- 
leased in Frankfurt by the Euro- 
pean Air Transport Service con- 
tained 11 names, six men, four 
women and an 11-year-old girl. 


‘Saturday, Brig. Gen. Ralph 
Snavely, Commander of United 
States Army Air Forces in Aus- 
tria, whose wife also was on the 
transport, said there were 12 
aboard at a press conference in 
Meiringen, Asked for an explana- 
tion, he said later: 

“I do not have the list. I told 
the press conference 12 because I 
know that 12 originally were 
scheduled to go. I am not argu- 
ing with Frankfurt’s list because 
they or Munich should know if 
one man scheduled to go did not.” 

The Swiss.rescue party carried 
food, medicine, clothing and 
walkie-talkie radios to the ma- 
rooned. Strung out behind the 
leader, six Alpine guides and a 
physician, were 66 experienced 
climbers. 

At 2:21 p. m. (8:21 a. m., EST), 
a Swiss Fiesler-Storch Army plane 
circling the wreck, reported that 
the two first men of the rescue 
party had arrived. The other res- 
cuers joined them, soon after- 
ward, struggling upward through 
soft snow covering the glacier.

Dr. Starr reports that hog in- 
fection is centered in South Geor- 
gia, where swine are the chief live 
stock, 

Hogs, he says, transmit the dis- 
ease to humans (in the form of 
undulant fever) in this wise: a 
butcher (or housewife) cutting 
meat of an infected hog might 
strike one of the pockets contain- 
ing the organism. Thus, in turn, 
if the individual should prick his 
finger, allowing the organism to

Millican To 


For City, County Rule 


Home rule fof. Atlanta and. Ful- 
ton County, at least, and possibly 
for all cities and counties in Geor- 
gia will be sought by Sen. Everett 
Millican, of Atlanta, at the Jan- 
uary session of the Legislature. 

Millican, who is slateti to be re- 
elected as Floor Leader of the 
Senate, said he would introduce a 
bill that would permit Atlanta 
and Fulton county to govern their 
own purely local affairs without 
“having to run to the State Legis- 
lature every time it meets.” 

Millican is studying home rule 
bills now in effect in other states 
and he will prepare a State-wide 
home rule bill for Georgia. This 
would carry out the provisions of 
thé new Constitution. 

But regardless of whether the 
Legislature gives the State home 
rule, Millican wants home rule for

his city and county, whose popula- 
tion and geographical area set 
them apart from other cities and 
counties in the State. 


Every time the Legislature 
meets, its members have to consid- 
fer between 35 afid”40 bills which 
affect only Atlanta and Fulton 
county, Millican pointed out. This 
is an imposition on the Legisla-| 
ture as well as a hindrance to the | 
progress of this big city and coun- 
ty which have to await a Legis- 
lative session.

Flee Battey Hospital 


The honor system for Georgia juvenile prisoners, installed Friday 
at the State’s Battey Tuberculosis Hospital at Rome, worked fine until 
last night when seven of the 50 prisoners escaped. 


The prisoners reached the hos- 
pital late Friday afternoon, and 
were being temporarily quartered 
in wings of the former Army eés- 
tablishment. 

Yesterday morning, the prison- 
ers were put to.work on barracks 
which will eventually house the 
prisoners. The big building is ex- 
pected to be completed within the 
next two or three weeks. 

After they had finished the 
day’s work, the prisoners were 
locked in a building. About 8 
p. m., hospital attaches discovered 
one of the youthful prisoners walk- 
ing just outside the hospital fence 
and turned in an escape alarm. 
The prisoner seen by the hospital 
was taken into custody and told 
officials he and six other prisoners 
climbed into the building’s attic 
and made their escape through a 
ventilator. 

A few minutes later, a wholesale 
search was launched for the es- 
caped prisoners with officers of 
Rome, Floyd County and the State 
Patrol participating. 

Maj; Charles A. Williams, Direc- 
tor of the Department of Correc- 
tions, upon learning of the escape, 
said the transfer Friday was just

. . but if we don’t get a new 
chemistry building, it’s entirely 
possible we'll be disaccredited in 
that field when our present sci- 
ence students reach the urgent 
need for labs.” 

The college education, they say, 
is here to stay. Its popularity has 


been growing amazingly in the 


as well plan to continue at their | 
present rate from now on. Tech, 
which used to average around 
3,000 students, now plans for 5,000 
annually. Georgia, with a former 
enrollment of about 3,200 or 3,500, 
thinks 5,000 will be about right 
for the future.

These are the impressions of 
Col. Robert Gerald Storey, Chief 
Prosecuting Attorney for the 
United States at the Nuernberg 
trials, in Atlanta to address the 
annual mteting of the Associated 
Industries of Georgia.

Storey examined over 100,000 se- 
cret Nazi records, among them 
Hitler’s last will. 

“From the will and other rec-

vehemently condemned rising or- 
ganizations in the United States 
which are basing their popularity 
on racial discrimination. 

“Hitler and his ilk rose from 
the gutters of Germany to threat- 
en the world by trying to exter- 
minate the Jews,” he said. “And 
unless we control some of these 
organizations in our own country, 
we will have to answer for it in 
the future.” 


In discussing the Atlanta-born 
Columbians, Col. Storey said most 
of the organizations of this type 
are controlled by Communists. 
From what he has heard of the 
Columbians, he said, he believes,

munistic element.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23— 
(INS)—John L. Lewis has dim- 
med the lights in the Nation's 
Capitol. 

The grim shadow of the coal 
strike has darkened the 
structure where laws are made 
and the building where the law- 
makers have their offices. 

The heat is also being reduced. 
Members of the New Congress 
may be forced to legislate in cold, 
dusky chambers if the strike 
drags on until Jan. 3, when they 
will convene. 

No longer is the Capitol dome 
an inspiring beacon visible for 
miles around. Its great flood- 
lights have been turned off ex- 
cept for two spotting the Statue 
of Freedom, which crowns it. 

Inside, the rotunda and its fa- 
mous paintings, known to mil- 
lions of sightseers, are illuminat- 
ed only by daylight. The recess 
of the dome, where lights once 
revealed massive pictures high 
above the floor, is now dark. |

He studied the handling of bats 
and found that they could be

Since the bats would be dam- 
aged by the force of the air stream 
if they were loosed without pro- 
tection from a modern bombing 
airplane, the professor-designed a 
Lox that could be filled with bats 
and hung from the standard bomb 
shackles in the-bomb bay of an 
American airplane. The box would 
be dropped as a unit, and after its 
air resistance had slowed it down 
sufficiently, it would be opened by 
a spring and the bats would tum- 
ble out unharmed.

The mules were part of a large consignment 
purchased by UNRRA in Manila as U. S. Army 
surplus property. : 

They were turned over to UNRRA last May 
to aid in the agricultural rehabilitation program. 
Then dismayed CNRRA officials learned that the 
Missouri mules could only understand commands 
in GI lingo and balked completely at Mandarin. 

The mules were then loaded into box éars and 
shipped to Tientsin where a “language school” was 
set up to give the “long ears” their Chinese educa- 
tion. The course was comprehensive and force- 


fully delivered. The mules quickly learned Chinese 
and how to pull a native two-wheel cart. 


Following commencement exercises, 300 stu- 
dents made the day’s journey by rail to Taiyuan, 
where they were enrolled in a special CNRRA post- 
graduate course in plow-pulling. Completely Ori- 
entalized, they were now offered for sale at prices 
ranging around CN $850,000 or U. S. $210 each. 


Despite their relative low cost, since a Chinese 
mule brought CN $1,500,000, sale of the Missouri- 
ans was slow at first because the farmers feared 
the huge foreigners would eat too much. But soon 
the work capacity of the animals became country- 
side legend and sales went rapidly. The money 
derived went into direct emergency relief. 


Shansi farmers report that Sino-American mule 
relations are excellent. The small Chinese mule 
as the lead animal is showing his immigrant rela- 
tive around with deep respect for his height, 
weight and hooves.

It recently passed a resolu- 
tion setting up a fact-finding pro- 
gram in co-operation with Federal 
and State Departments concerned 
with checking the disease. 

This co-operation will take the 
form of submitting more and more 
swine for Bangs disease testing.

52-20 Club 


Dwindles 
In Number 


By JOHN COURIC 


Membership in the “52-20 Club,” 
mythical organization for veterans 
drawing weekly readjustment al- 
lowance checks, has been slashed 
almost in half in the last three 
months, the State Labor Depart- 
ment reported yesterday. 

Veterans now receiving $20 a 
week total 18,000, Labor Commis- 
sioner Ben T. Huiet said, com- 
pared with 34,000 three months 
ago. 

At the same time the Labor 
Department reported that the 
number of workers receiving un- 
employment compensation had 
dropped in three months from 6,- 
500 to 3,500. Those still on the 
rolls are mostly seasonal work- 
ers such as employes of peanut 
and pecan warehouses and can- 
ning plants. A shortage of materi- 
al in chenille plants also has con- 
tributed to the number of work- 
ers drawing unemployment checks, 
Huiet added. 

An investigation by the Depart- 
ment to determine how many vet- 
erans were actively seeking em- 
ployment was credited partially 
for the decrease in that classifi- 
cation. 

Business and industry also con- 
tributed to the decrease by pro- 
viding jobs. Others left the dole 
when they returned to college 
under the GI Bill of Rights, Vet- 
erans on vacation from college, 
who are willing to work but can- 
not find employment, are eligible 
for the Federal readjustment al- 
lowances, the Labor Department 
pointed out. 

The investigation by the Labor 
Department was in the form of 
questionnaires sent to the veterans 
filing readjustment claims. Those 
who could not show they were 
seeking work or who were report- 
ed as “unavailable” for work were 
dropped from the lists. 

Effectiveness of the investiga- 
tion was proved by the 2,285 vet- 
erans dropped in October. Under 
former routine, an average of only 
800 veterans a month were denied 
allowances because of failure to 
seek employment. 

The Labor Department, which 
administers the Federal] ftinds, is 
disqualifying each month about 
800 veterans who quit their jobs 
or lose them because df miscon- 
duct and then apply for their $20 
a week. 

Veterans, under these circum- 
stances, may not apply for the re- 
adjustment payments from one to 
five weeks after the end of their 
employment. Length of disqualifi- 
cation depends upon :; individual | 
circumstances. 

The investigation which helped 
thin the ranks of the ‘52-20 Club” 
showed that 20 percent of the vet- 
erans permitted to remain on the 
rolls have had no experience oth- 
er than farm work.

Fortunately, too, the people of the United States waked up to 
the realization of what had been happening in the country-——that 
indiscriminate cutting of the forests was leading to natioral disaster. 

So Congress passed an act creating the U. S. Forest Service and 
the Government purchased lands for the purpose of protecting the 
navigable streams and for timber ‘growing. 

There are 161 National Forests in the United States. The Chat- 
tahoochee, in the Blue Ridge Mountains of Georgia, is one of them. 
That the Chattahoochee National Forest exists; ‘that the head- 
waters of the State’s mighty streams are protected, we can thank 
the Congress of 1905, which made such provisions.

Uniform Texts 


Georgia school administrators 
yesterday urged the adoption of 
uniform textbooks in Georgia, and 
requested immediate legislation to 
establish an additional grade for 
all school systems in the State. 


The 400 school leaders, who met 
for their twentieth annual confer- 
ence at the Henry Grady Hotel, 
also reeommended the issuance of 
Master Teachers Certificates an- 
nually to deserving teachers of 
more than 10 years’ experience, 
with the view to encouraging 
higher standards of teaching. - * 


The group approved the pro- 
posal of granting college scholar- 
ships to suitable prospects for the 
teaching profession, and asked 
that the new 50 percent increase 
in teachers’ salaries be continued 
on a 12-months basis. 

The creation of a commission by

Trust-Buster Berge Hopes 
For Success of Freight Suit 


Wendell Berge, head of the anti-trust division of the United 
States Department of Justice, said here yesterday he hopes Georgia 
presses its freight rate case to a successful conclusion in the United 


States Supreme Court. 

Gov. Arnall, with whom Berge 
is spending the weekend, chimed 
in to say he heartily agreed with 
Rep. Joe Martin, Republican lead- 
er, that the freight rates are a 
matter for the courts. 


“T hope that Martin and the 
Republican leadership will leave 
freight rates to the courts and not 
try to get Congress to pull the 
railroads’ chestnuts out of the 
fire,” Arnall said. He was com- 
menting on a statement made by 
Martin, who passed through At- 
lanta Friday night. Arnall ob- 
served that there is a tendency on 
foot to have Congress break down 
anti-trust laws, such as those 
which permit the railroads to dis- 
criminate against the South. 


Berge is prosecuting the Fed- 
eral Government’s case against 
the Western Railroads, which is 
somewhat similar to Georgia’s 
case against 20 national railroads. 
Berge said he was ready to go to 
District Court in Lincoln, Neb., 
at any time with his case. He 
feared, however, that the case 
would not be heard until next 
Spring. Lawyers. and witnesses 
for the Western railroads are tied 
up in the Georgia suit, which is 
scheduled to be heard by a Spe- 
cial Master in March. 

If nothing happens, Georgia 
should obtain a decision in her 
case before the Western case 
reaches. the United States Su- 
preme Court, Berge said.

South Must Fight Exploiters, Carlson Says

Greatest need of the South today 
fs a new economic order which 


would make her a queen upon her 
own throne, Roy Carlson, author 
of the two documentary exposes 
of un-American activities, “Under- 
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and Pine Sts. 


cover” and “The Plotters,” de- 
clared here. 

Diagnosing Southern fear of the 
Negro’s advancement as mainly 
“economic,” Carlson said in an in- 
terview that the South, since the 
War Between the States, has been 
feeding on the crumbs of North- 
ern bosses and industrial ex- 
ploiters. 

“I don’t damn the South,” he 
asserted. “I definitely disagree 
with the idea of the North that 
it’s a region to be exploited... . 
I think of the South as a young 
woman who was wronged in her 
youth and ever since has had neu- 
rotic tendencies toward the Negro. 
Her flame of hatred lives pri- 
marily through the memory of Re- 
construction days. 

“If Southerners have to hate 
someone, why don’t they jump on 
the carpetbaggers, not the poor

NEEDS TO KEEP WEALTH 


“What the South needs is a new 
economic order—to be self-suffi- 
cient industrially and to keep its 
wealth here. here’s no reason 
why a Southern artist should have 
to go North to get an education 
.+. Or adoctor. The South needs 
good libraries, good museums. She 
needs money to start her own in- 
dustries. She is still slave to the 
North economically.” 

In attacking the Ku Klux Klan, 
of which Atlanta is considered 
“the Holy See,’ Carlson pointed 
out that the present organization 
has no real connection with the 
organization of the same name in 
Reconstruction days. He said that 
if he had been living then, he al- 
most certainly would have been a 
member, because there was a real 
need for it then and it did good 
work, 

“But now,” he explained, “the 
Klan is made %p of racketeers, 
shysters, drunks and persons lower 
than the lowest Negro. The South 
must choke out Klan outfits which 
nurture hate ... No Klan can 
ever get rid of the modern carpet- 
baggers—the Northern industrial- 
ists—who are wringing every 
drop they can out of this section 
of the country.” 

During his 10 recent visits to 
the South, Carlson said he learned 
about freight rates in the South— 
“that monstrous system where 
rates on trains. going North are 
higher than on those coming 
South.” He called this freight rate 
discrimination “obviously a crook- 
ed deal.” 

Regarding the problem of the 
Negro in the South, Carlson said 
he believed “the solution lies not

are doing and also shows that the 
loose charges of Communism 
which are heaped on labor move- 
ments are “not too well founded.” 


JOBS, SECURITY ESSENTIAL 


“The only cure for Klanism and 
Communism,” asserted Carlson, 
“is jobs and security. If there is 
a depression, hateisms once again 
will flourish, using the ‘Follow 
me and I will save you and Amer- 
ica’ line. We need security for 
both employers and workers, so 
that they can be sure that a dol- 
lar today will be worth a dollar 
tomorrow, 

“I’m bitterly opposed to Amer- 
ican Communism, but I don’t be- 
lieve in jumping on everyone who 
doesn’t share your views as a 
Communist, thus waving the Red 
flag of hatred. . .. We shouldn’t 
let our hates run away with us. 
The most powerful force in the 
world is mass sadism—mob hate. 
I believe the people in this coun- 
try who preach fear are not Amer- 
ican. The breeders of fear of Com- 
munism are trying to inject a fear 
into America, which is not the 
essence of this country. Roosevelt 
was right when he said the only 
thing we have to fear is fear it- 
self.” 

Carlson said that America’s fu- 
ture lies in making democracy 
work—not making our Govern- 
ment a mockery of democracy. 


LIKES SOUTH’S WARMTH 


“I have a firm conviction,” he 
declared, “that the, heart and 
soul of America is fine and mag- 
nanimous and brave. Because of 
that, I keep fighting these hate 
groups.

Lochner Sees 
Little Future to 
Hate Groups 


Asserting the Columbians and 
Ku Klux Klan and other hate- 
mongering organizations which 
have sprung up or been revived 
recently are similar to Naziism in 
that all of them believe in “nega- 
tive philosophies,” Louis P. Loch- 
ner, foreign correspondent and for- 
mer Chief of the Berlin bureau of 
the Associated Press, predicted 
such organizations never will grow 
strong in Democratic America. 

The noted newsman, in Atlanta 
for an address at Agnes Scott Col- 
lege Friday night, based his pre- 
diction on the fact that while hate 
organizations draw their strength 
from “anti” doctrines which pro- 
duce only negative, or destructive 
results, American Democracy 
spends all its energies 


that principal to be overcome. 

Lochner said such organizations 
do present a definite threat, espe- 
cially during times of economic 
crisis, but there is little danger 
they ever will marshal sufficient 
strength to become a serious prob- 
lem. 

The veteran newspaperman, who 
followed the conquering Germans 
into every country they occupied, 
also discussed America’s occupa- 
tion of Germany. 

Offering what he called “con- 
structive criticism,” Lochner sug- 
gested that a civilian commission- 
er be appointed to take over the 
job now held by the Military Gov- 
ernor, and that the military be 
maintained only for police duties 
and to deal with threatened up- 
risings. 

He also recommended that some 
effort be made to bring about a 
centralization of Germany’s eco- 
nomic structure and that the Ger- 
man people be led toward democ- 
racy by allowing their leaders 
more and more authority as they 
prove themselves worthy.

low him blindly. Direct action against 
his person will only serve to strengthen 
their loyalty and eliminate hope of early 
settlement. 

Eventually, of course, the Congress 
must find a way to adjudicate such dis- 
putes. But the time and the need are now. 
Already thousands are being laid off in 
other industries as a result of the mine 
strike. Already the nation’s vast indus- 
trial machine, which only so recently has 
gotten into high gear following the dis- 
ruptions of reconversion, is grinding to 
a halt. 

Unless the coal strike can be settled 
immediately, our entire economy can be 
jeopardized by unemployment, a shortage 
of merchandise and an ever-worsening in- 
flation. 

This is a time, not for hot heads, but 
for cool thinking. 

This is a time, not for spite action, but 
for conciliation. 

Too much is at stake in the coal strike 
for both sides not to sit down amicably 
together in a conscientious effort to arrive 
at an immediate solution.

The Need for Strictest Economy 


Expenses of the University of Georgia 
Medical School at Augusta jumped from 
$305,202 in 1945 to $337,402 in 1946, accord- 
ing to figures just released by State Audi- 
tor B. E. Thrasher, Jr. 


The fact that the medical school’s ex- 
penses have risen is not, of course, unique. 
So has the cost of operation of virtually 
every other unit in the State’s University 
System. 


The significant thing about the medi- 
cal school is that it cost more money to 
operate even with a smaller student body, 
enrollment having dropped from 282 in 
1945 to 249 in 1946. Too many have 
sought to attribute the need for additional 


education funds solely to an increase in 


_ the number of pupils. 


The truth of the matter is, of course, 
that it costs more to run a medical or any 
other type school today for the same rea- 
son it costs the average housewife more 
to run her home. Increased enrollments 
have in many instances necessitated 
larger budgets, to be sure, but they are 
not entirely responsible. 

The cost of education, indeed, the en- 
tire cost of government, has gone up. We 
must think in terms of the new scale... 
and move to meet it by reducing unnec- 
essary expenses and eliminating useless 
governmental appendages wherever pos- 
sible.

Disasters, 
Present and Future 


What we are facing, of course, is a national 
a disaster of major proportions. 

' mani A coal strike of any duration beyond four or 
five weeks will smash the nation’s economy and set off economic 
waves which will not reach their destined shore for many months 
to come. @ 


Unemployment, human suffering, severe shortages in every field 
of durable goods, are just some of the fruit of the coal strike tree. 
We never made up the 20 percent loss in steel production last year 
and we will go into the final months of 1946 still short of produc- 
tion which will be lost in the weeks of the coal strike. 


This is not just a strike, but a national disaster which will reach 
into every home in every State. That it should come at all causes 
the emotional apparatus of each person to move at high speed, but 
anger and frustration remdin the two chief factors of it. 


Miners It is ridiculous to believe that the miners themselves 

- want a strike. They face the same problem any other 
person faces who works at a job. There is food to be bought, bills 
are to be paid and a strike, especially a long one, would find them 
suffering from its effects along with the rest of us. No strike bene- 
fit payments can prevent that. 


We will never know how many resent the strike orders, because 
the discipline of the United Mine Workers is severe and ruthless. 
It can be more than discipline because in his rise to power John 
L. Lewis. has not hesitated to employ, or have employed, terroristic 
tactics. Nor have he and his board been above taking membership 
away from a member not amenable to the rigid discipline de- 
manded. This meant he could dig no coal anywhere at all. 


But, it is fair to say, and important to keep in mind, that the 
miners are fanatically loyal. -And it is also necessary to keep in 
mind they feel themselves to be a people set apart. They have a 
definite martyr complex, believing the hand of every American 
is against them. 


Yet, like all other Americans, they lean heavily on their coun- 
try’s institutions. 

One may be sure the irony of it never occurred to the man in 
question, but there was a very real and somewhat ironic content 
to an interview given by the head of a UMW local. 

“We don’t have to dig coal even if the court says so,” he said. 
“They can’t put you in jail for not working—not in this country, 
they can’t.” 

It seemed perfectly logical to him to boast of defying a possible 
court ruling and, in the same sentence, employ the law of his 
country in his own defense. 

Also, the strike he and his fellow members were creating was 
pretty sure to bring about some changes in his way of life. And it 
would set in motion clashes of men and opinions which would not 
be pleasant. 


Danger All of this points up to a disturbing fact which we, as 

a nation, have got to see. it is that we have managed 
to separate ourselves into too many groups, called them pressure 
groups or like-interest groups. The gulf between them is growing 
wider and wider. 

Members of these groups think in terms of themselves and 
their leadership acts in those terms. The loyalties are to the 
groups. The average membership does little thinking. The opin- 
ions and decisions are handed down by the leadership and the 
membership gets its opinions and ideas in capsule form from the 
top prescription counter. 

The coal miner doesn’t give a darn about the laws of his 
land when they run counter to his union and he accepts what his 
leadership tells him. The interests of his country are vague and 
will be taken care of my someone else. More and more that some- 
one else is coming to be non-existent. The national interest is 
neglected. You can substitute for the coal miner members in other 
groups, of which there is a distressingly large number, and the 
national danger is apparent. 

All this is bringing us to the point where we think of almost 
everything as presenting a necessary choice between the political 
left and right—in other words, a choice of extremes. 

That is the greatest danger that can come to a country. 

If it keeps on thinking in that direction it inevitably will make 
a choice of extremes. 

We have seen, in this generation, what that does to a country 
and a people. Somehow, we have got to avoid that.

Day of the Dead’ 
Could Be Valuable 


Among certain Indians who live in Mexico 
there is an annual custom or celebration known 
as the “Day of the Dead.” It is a full day and 

honoring the dead of the tribe and for contem- 
plating the lives and achievements of these honored dead. 

It is, I understand, a custom frowned upon by both Catholics 
and Protestants there, especially the missionaries, because it is re- 
garded as a pagan celebration. But the idea has, I believe, some 
very valuable possibilities. 

On the night of the “Day of the Dead,” as midnight draws near, 
the women ,of the tribe go to the graveyard and there sit upon 
the graves and between them. They carry candles which they set 
upright in the earth and light and around the candles they spread 
the gifts they have brought for their dead. Pottery and flowers 
and such things. 

The men stand outside the groups of sitting or kneeling women. 
The men are silent but the women sing steadily. Sometimes it is 
just a muted, wordless hum in chorus and sometimes individual 
voices will rise in ancient solos. 

All night they sit and stand there, silent except for the singing 
voices, and when dawn first shows in the sky, they rise and silent- 
ly leave the graveyard. The “Day of the Dead” is over. 

We, the allegedly civilized people of this 


It Might Help country, have certain days which, in some 
degree, carry out the Indian idea of contemplation of our dead. 
What, basically, is Armistice Day but a day for remembrance of 
the Americans who died in World Wars I and II for a cause which 
we must, if we would not betray them, bring to reality? The last- 
ing peace for which they died and of which we dream. 

Britain, by the way, has changed its Armistice Day to a Re- 
eget ype Day, to be observed henceforth on the Sunday preceding 

ov. ll. 

We celebrate, some with legal holidays, the birth dates of some 
of our famous men of:the past. What are these but days on which 
we contemplate the lives of leaders who are gone, who are dead? 

It might help, in these days of bewildering stress, if we tock 
leaf from the pagan book of the Indians, and set aside a few hours 
each year, during which we thought upon the lives of the great 
who are gone and tried to find, in our knowledge of those lives of 
past eras, guiding posts which would help in the solution of the 
problems we face today. We might find a new and valuable 
serenity in contemplating the memory of those who lived in less 
strenuous days, when men had more time to understand their lives 
and to decide upon the course of wisest action. 


: Contemplation and remembrance of our 
Correct Proportion dead might benefit in making us real- 
ize, as individuals, the brevity of our own lives, if in no other way. 
It would help us to realize that the individual is really unimportant, 
that it is only the progress man achieves through many genera- 
tions, through the centuries, that is permanent. To know that our 
days here are at best but short and that man who sacrifices ideals 
for material gain is but a pitiful creature making a woefully bad 
bargain. 

We could learn, in such silent contemplation, the proper un- 
derstanding of that truth spoken 2,000 years ago, “Lay not up for 
yourselves treasures upon earth, where moth and rust doth cor- 
rupt, and where thieves break through and steal.” 

We could learn that whatever we possess on earth, whether it 
be wealth or power or knowledge, is ours only as a loan is ours, 
for a little time, and that the day is not far distant when we must 
return all these things whence we borrowed them, for we cannot 
join the ranks of the dead carrying any earthly possession with us. 

We could learn that, as trustees of time, whatever we possess, 
our riches, our influence, our power, is misused unless we use it 
for the all-time good of all men. We could learn not to regard our 
own lives as separate, individual entities, but as mere links in the 
longer story of our nation, our race, our earth. 

In other words, we could learn the true proportion of our indi- 
viduality in the scheme of things designed by God. 

It may be a pagan idea, but a few hours’ contemplation upon 
our own dead could prove of inestimable worth to our own souls.

Beginning New Era 
In Juvenile Correction 


Georgia now has a two-way program aimed 
at retraining boys who run afoul the law. It 
long has had the Georgia State Training School 

for Boys at Milledgeville, operated by the State Welfare Depart- 
ment for boys under 18 years of age. Now the State Department 
of Corrections has taken a major step in segregating juvenile of- 
fenders from hardened criminals. Fifty boys under 18 years of age 
xecently were sent from the Tattnall State Prison to the Battey 
General Hospital at Rome. There, in a special section of the big 
hospital facilities, they are housed to themselves and are given 
training in carpentry and other trades. There are still boys in the 
prison near Reidsville, but the Department of Corrections hopes 
eventually to provide separate facilities for all of the juvenile de 
linquents. 


With two State agencies dealing with youthful offenders, some 
believed the efforts could be merged and placed under the direc- 
tion of one department. At present some boys are sent to the 
training school at Milledgeville and some are sent to prison—it’s 
all in the discretion of the judges. Some believe that all juveniles 
should be sentenced to a training school, instead of a prison. The 
training school could segregate any hardened young law breaker 
from the lads whose offenses were not so serious. If there should 
be any consolidation of this juvenile delinquency work, it might be 
better to have, it directed by the Welfare Department rather than 
the Department of Corrections. A boy in a welfare training school 
doesn’t have the stigma on his record as does a boy who receives 
a prison sentence.’ 


? The Fulton County delegation is doing some- 
Home Rule: thing to “keep from being caught with our 
breeches down.” While their intentions are honorable, it seems to 
us their program is sneaking something over on the new State 
Constitution which sought to guarantee that the home folks would 
know what local legislation is planned. To keep anyone from slip- 
ping a bit of local legislation over on the people, the Constitution 
requires that proposed local legislation be advertised three con- 
secutive weeks within 60 days prior to its introduction. The Fulton 
County delegation is advertising a whole sackful of local meas- 
ures that have been passed during the past 20 years—advertising 
them with the possibility of amending them. They have no idea 
of amending all of these bills. But they want to be able to toss 
in a last-minute amendment to any of them in case an emergency 
arises. Their purpose is understandable. But the idea in adver- 
tising the bills was to give the people knowledge of what is going 
to be introduced. The Fulton advertisements are wasted since the 
people have no idea whether these old bills will be amended or 
how they may be amended. '

Labor and Labor caused a wave of indignation to sweep 
over Georgia Legislators during the past few days, and some are 
predicting that many anti-labor bills will be introduced in the 
General Assembly in January. The Georgia Farm Bureau, which 
was unable to pass an anti-closed shop constitutional amendment in 
1945, already has served notice it will campaign for such a measure 
in the 1947 session. One House leader who helped battle this 
amendment in 1945 said he did not believe anti-labor bills could 
be stopped unless present sentiment cools. Rep. Cicero Kendrick, 
of Fulton, editor of the Journal of Labor, said he expects some 
anti-labor bills to be introduced, but he predicts they will not pass. 
Georgia has not had any serious labor trouble, he#bserved, so he 
saw no reason for any warfare against Georgia labor unions. 

Speaking of labor, the new House probably wril continue the 
rather new program of working all day long. When it started work 
on rewriting the Constitution in 1945, the Legislature decided to 
hold afternoon as well as morning sessions. Since much important 
legislation faces the 1947 General Assembly, Fred Hand, of Pelham, 
who is slated for the Speakership, said he would like to see the 
house hold two sessions daily.

The way Institute statisticians 


have estimated presidential party 
strength now is to take the vote 
for Congressmen as probably the 
best indication of present party 
strength and apply to the 1946 
results the differentials that were 
registered in 1944, 

Vote for Congress was taken as 
the base rather than vote for Gov- 
ernor or Senator because it is felt 
that vote for Congressman is less 
likely to be influenced by the 
popularity of individual candi- 
especially in large States 
which contain a number of Con- 
gressional districts. 


IN THE LAST COLUMN to the 
right in the tables given below, a 
percentage has been worked out 


for each State, to show the presi- 


dential strength of the two parties 
today. 

This figure results from apply- 
ing the difference between the 
Congressional vote and the pres- 
dential vote in 1944 to the Con- 
gressional vote in 1946. 

For example, in 1944 in New 
Hampshire, Dewey was given 47.9 
per cent of the major party vote 


cast, The Congressional vote 
cast for Republican candidates 
was 52,6 percent. Dewey thus 


won 4.7 percent fewer votes than 
the Congressional candidates run- 
ning under the GOP banner in 
New Hampshire. 

This 4.7 percent is substracted 
from the GOP ‘total Congressional 
vote in New Hampshire in 1946 
—58.3 per cent Republican, 

Present presidential strength in 
New Hampshire is therefore put 
at 58.3 minus 4.7, or 53.6 percent 
Republican.

No 184 Banquet 
But Pageantry the Same 


LONDON—There was a cutting east wind and 


It was lunch time and 
But I just had to go down to the 


Strand on Saturday and stand there, blue with cold and sniffling. 


So far as I am concerned, the 
blame for all these discomforts 
lies in my blood and in the per- 
son of Sir Isaac Penington, Lord 
Mayor of London. No, no, not this 
year, but some 300 years ago. 
Well, Sir Isaac had what is laugh- 
ingly called “a varied career.” He 
Was a merchant prince of the city 
of London, became Lord Mayor, 
got among the wrong sort of peo- 
ple’ politically (Republicans in 
Georgia will know how it is), and 
finally fell upon bad times and 
ended in The Tower. He would 
almost certainly have paid for his 
support of Cromwell with his life 
at the Restoration had he not died 
in the nick of time. 


AND SOMEWHERE he some- 
how ‘found the time to be an 
ancestor of mine—which is why 
that chilly noon found me on the 
edge of the sidewalk to greet his 
successor, 1946’s Lord Mayor, Sir 
Bracewell Smith. 


The people of London turned 
out as they always do for pag- 
eants. To many the procession was 
a familiar sight, but just in front 
of me were two little boys who 
had never seen a Lord Mayor’s 
show because they were only 
eight years old and this was the 
first really peacetime show to be 
held since 1938. 


Sir Bracewell Smith, who is a 
chairman, I’m told, of the Savoy 
Hotel and possibly of the Berkeley 
and the Ritz as well, had chosen 
“Work and Play” as the theme of 
the procession. It was a wonder- 
fully colorful and lively parade, 
for the floats, both civilian and 
military, provided the action, and 
the color was particularly pres- 
ent in the beautiful old gilded 
coach, the red-skirted “Beef-Eat- 
ers”—but more of that later. 


THE SERVICES, I expect, were 
up to a bit of propaganda in some 
of their floats: soldiers, apparent- 
ly, do nothing but lie in bed read- 
ing books; cooks preside over mag- 
nificent. new electric ranges, and 
the electric current is never 
turned off to save fuel. 


Here were the famous “Frog$” 
of the Invasion, the Royal Marine 
Commandos climbing cliffs, naval 
uniforms from 1550 to the pres- 
ent, robust marching girls of the 
Women’s Land Army in green 
sweaters and khaki breeches. 
And always there were bands, 
many of the players looking young 
enough to be Boy Scouts, bands 
from the Royal Marines and Royal 
Artillery, Grenadier Giards, the 
Buffs, Royal Fusiliers, the drum- 
_ marked out by their leopard 
skins. 


BUT BRITAIN AT PLAY put | 
on a show, too; there were dancers | 
and dance bands on floats, wres- | 
tlers, fencers, skaters (one enthusi- 
ast skated off his float to the side 
walk), campers, bicycle-poloists, a 
boat crew of women, hockey play- 
ers, many of these athletes in such 
brief, sheer costumes .that you 
could hear the pneumonia germs

glee. 

Yet with all this pageantry, it 
was the traditional and historical 
part of the show that delighted 
the spectators most. Over a mile 
of the procession had gone past 
before the City of London’s Royal 
Fusiliers’ Band came into view, 
preceding horse-drawn field guns 
and then came the magnificent 
Beef Eaters. 


AT THEIR HEELS was the ket- 
tledrummer of the Household Cav- 
alry on his piebald horse, and the 
four State Trumpeters on their 
greys. Their fanfare heralded the 
City’s coaches, the footmen in 
their feather hats and rich velvet 
coats of blue, mulberry, green. In- 
side those carriages rode the alder- 
men in scarlet robes, wigs and 
cocked hats. 

Then at last, at last, the richly 
gilded, highly ornate, the fairy- 
tale, rococo, ancient coach of the 
Lord Mayor, drawn by six horses 
and driven by a coachman who 
won everyone’s heart. He joked 
with the. crowds when there was 
a delay, posed for the photogra- 
phers, looked and talked like a 
character out of Fielding, and is 
said to be the only man in London 
who can drive a team of six. His 
skill was acquired, Robert tells 

me, in pursuit of his profession: 
he is a drayman for the White- 
bread Brewery. 


AS FOR THE LORD MAYOR, 

he sat smiling in his scarlet and 
furs, the gilt sword of his office 
extended from the carriage win- 
dow. When the procession had 
completed its course—from Lead- 
enhall Street to Trafalgar Square, 
back along the Enbankment to 
Mansion House—the pageantry 
was over for the public. 
‘ But there was a state dinner 
in the evening at the Guildhall 
for 700 guests, a simple meal of 
trout, turkey and plum pudding— 
a far cry from the banquet on a 
similar occasion 100 years ago. On 
that Nov. 10, the bill of fare in- 
cluded ‘250 tureens of real turtle, 
containing five pints each, 200 bot- 
tles of sherbet, 30 entrees, four | 
boiled turkeys and oysters, 60 
roast pullets, 60 dishes of fowis, 
46 ditto of capons, 
Capt. White’s Selim’s true India 
curries, 50 French pies, 60 pigeon 
pies, 53 hams ornamented, 43 
tongues, two quarters of house- 
lamb, two barons of beef, three 
rounds of beef, six dishes of as- 
paragus, 60 ditto of mashed and 
other potatoes, 44 ditto of shell-

Featured as the “Porcelain of 
the Month” at the High Museum 
of Art is a set of old Paris Des- 
sert Service, circa 1840-1860, con- 
sisting of a pair of plates and two 
compotes. Each piece is individ- 
ually decorated with specimen 
flowers in soft colors in a double 
quadruple field. The rims are 
banded with emerald green and 
raised edging of simplified rococo 
acanthus leaves touched in gilt, 
and the under side of the compotes 


and the borders on the plates are 
wide bands of beige cecorated in 


tracery forms combining conven- 
tional arabesque. This important 
dessert service was made by the 
shop of E. D. Honore’ of Paris. 
The exhibit also includes a pair 
of unusual Coalport vases of the 
popular conventional bulb shape 
on rococo base, circa 1830-1850. 
The body of the porcelain is a 


clear beautiful quality and a per- 
fect example of the technical im- 
provements in the use of Felsnth- 
ic base for fine decorated ware. 
The new developments in the paste 
and glaze technique made it possi- 
ble for the Coalport factory to pro- 
duce and reproduce some of the 
earlier European. porcelains.

Big Fight Against Missouri River Authority 
Is Seen as Threat to Public Land, Welfare 


Erosion Damage Set 
At 147,000,000 Acres 


By RALPH W. PAGE 
PHILADELPHIA—(NANA)—Whether the country shall 
act to husband its natural resources or continue to dissipate 
them is the sole question involved in the debate about the 
establishment of a Missouri River Authority. . 


Thdé essential facts are not in 
dispute. From the headwaters of 
the Yellowstone to its mouth, the 
Missouri River and its tributaries 
constitute the lifeblood of 332,- 
000,000 acres in 10 states—a sixth 
of the whole nation. The livelihood 
of the inhabitants and the contri- 
bution the region makes to the 
national wealth and well-being 
depend upon the management, use 
and distribution of these waters. 

To date, the policies pursued 
and the unrestricted or undirected 
exploitation of the country by an 
uninform populace have had 
these results: 

More than half this watershed— 
147,000,000 acres—alfeady has 
been damaged by erosion; 40,000,- 
000 beyond redemption.

productive agricultural land 
washed away in the United States 
every year. 

The fertility of farmland con- 
sists of the few inches—or feet— 
of topsoil built up by eons of ac- 
cumulation of decayed vegetation. 
Four million tons of this priceless 
inheritance are dumped into the 
Mississippi every 12 months. 

And while this wild water de- 
nudes the farms and the grass- 
lands, it produces bigger and bet- 
ter floods every year. Engineers 
in the lower reaches have been 
building dams and dikes for years 
to stem this devastation. But the 
greatest floods of all occurred 
from 1941 to 1943. Engineers 
state that in any case the silt will 
fill up the reservoirs behind the 
dams in 50 years. 

The Mississippi Valley Commit- 
tee reports that as a result of this 
run-off, this inconceivable waste, 
the water table has fallen through- 
out the Missouri region—as much 
as 20 feet in North Dakota, .35 
feet in South Dakota, nine feet in 
Missouri, This is a catastrophe 
of the first magnitude—progres- 
sive creation of a desert. 

The criminal diversion of water 
from its natural flow has these 
results:

Since inadequate males have 
helped to create millions of un- 
fortunate women like Madame Wu 
all over the world, and since fri- 
gidity and selfishness are virtually 
synonymous, Pearl Buck has cho- 
sen a major theme—if she really 
understands it herself. 

The author, unfortunately, wor- 
ships Madame Wu, a_ smooth, 
charming, quietly dictatorial, ade- 
quate and despicable woman, Dur- 
ing the far too slowly paced first 
half of this novel nothing happens 
to disrupt the portrait in ice of 
the well-kept Madame. 

Then a second wife and a little 
flower girl (welcomed by Madame 
since they free her from her hus- 
band) begin to complicate the 
picture and the still-life begins to 
move. 

Not until page 200, however, 
does the author or her major 
character hit upon the truth. A 
non-sectarian priest who has come 
to teach Madame Wu explains 
perceptively: 

“You have despised your hus- 
band, you have held in contempt 
a sister woman, and you have con- 
sidered yourself unique and above 
all women. These sins have dis- 
turbed your house. Without know- 
ing why, your sons have been 
restless and their wives unhappy 
- . « What was your purpose, Ma- 
dame?” 

Her purpose, it seems, was to be 
free. For this reason she did her 
“duty to everyone.” She asked 
only that she could be mistress 
of her own person and her own 
time. 

“Instead of your own freedom, 
think how you can free others,” 
the priest said gently. A good 
Biblical admonition, incidentally. 

But Pearl Buck does not allow 
the love of Madame Wu and this 
non-sectarian téacher of ethics to 
flower. She conveniently kills 
this admirable male. And Madame 
Wu never has to face the major 
problem in the novel—the expe- 
rience of complete, unselfish, pas- 
sionate, physical love. 

There is only one excuse for a 
morality tale; a satisfying drama- 
tization of the moral. If you feel 
that Pearl Buck accomplished her 
purpose in this respect you may 
think this is an excellent novel. 
It will certainly intrigue women 
who have reached the age of non- 
consent.

A mother who refused to be satisfied with the Army’s report that 
her son was “presumably dead,” has just returned from a trip to 
Holland where she learned first hand of his death at the hands of.

Lt. Bill F. Moore, of Atlanta, 
who was 23 when he died, is the 
hero who lies in a cemetery at 
Apeldoorn, where friendly Hol- 
landers buried him after he was 
killed by the German Secret Po- 
lice, following his capture in an 
underground hideout. 


The son of Mr. and Mrs. John W. 


Moore, of 1087 McLynn Ave., N. 
E., was a B-24 pilot. He had joined 
the Air Corps in 1942. One night 
in April, 1944, for from the Spring 
Street, O’Keefe and Tech High 
Schools he used to attend, Bill was 
flying back from a bombing raid

ND SO the five rich Cinderella 

" sisters married the five Prin- 

ces Charming and lived hap- 

pily ever after. That was a long, 

long time ago and only one of them 

is living now.

na of light opera, of dohann Strauss 
and his melodious waltzes, of the gay 
court of Empcror Franz Josef. 
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The Price girls got no further—at 
least, not as a family. Vienna was 
the end of the European junket— and 
the beginning of life. Those exciting 
days in the capital of the world of 
romance are best recalled by Mathilde 
Louise, the youngest of the sisters, 
who is 78 now and a repatriated 
American. She remembers that papa 
was very anxious to expose his girls 
to the proper culture and consequent- 
ly brought them a box at the opera. 
As it happened, he exposed them to 
some ebullient masculinity as well. 

“None of us ever forgot that first 
night at the opera,” Mathilde said. 
“The adjoining box was filled with 
young officers in the most magnifi- 
cent uniforms we had ever seen. They 
didn’t even pretend to be paying any 
attention to the opera but we kept 
our eyes demurely on the stage.” 

The next night was the same, ex. 
cept that someone had told the girls 
that their charming neighbors were 
all attendants at the Austrian court. 

“We had been brought up very 
properly,” Mathilde said, “so we re- 
sisted the flirtatious glances just as 
long ‘as was humanly possible. But 
certainly we couldn’t be expected to 
ignore such glamorous men through- 
out a whole opera season. Eventually 
we all became acquainted and our 
stay in Vienna turned into a thrilling 
series of parties and court visits.” 

Pana Pri@e was a very busy man 
and had to return to Philadelphia fre- 
quent!y to attend to his affairs. 

“Every time he came back to Vien- 
na,” Mathilde recalléd, “he found an- 
other of Nis daughters engaged.” 

Margaret, the oldest, married Bar- 
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on Waucherer, a chamberlain in the 
Austrian court. Susie wed a titled 
officer in the Rumanian Guards. Sal- 
lie May became Baroness Berg of Ger- 
many. Annie married Prince Fried- 
rich Wilhelm von Ardeck, a Hessian; 
and, after he died, Baron Dory-Joba- 
haza of Castle Johnsdorf, Austria. 
Mathilde was only 15 but she won 
Baron Bornemisza, a Hungarian. A 
widow of 67, she returned to the 
United States in 1935 (the only sister 
who ever came back) and settled in 
Lenox, Mass. She left behind three 
daughters; all married to Europeans. 
One married Prince Wladyslaw Sapie- 
ha, who lost his Polish estates when 
the Germans and Russians moved in 
in 1939. He and his wife were de- 
tained as “doubtful visitors’. when 
they arrived in New York by clipper 
the following year, but they were 
released and are living with Mathilde.

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Mathilde agreed that responsibili- 
ties were anything but rare in most 
American households, but she didn’t 
think they were the headaches they 
were among European nobility. 

“T don’t know about my sisters,” 
she said, “but I am sure that I could 
have been very contented in one of 
those sturdy Philadelphia houses, en- 
tertaining friends at tea occasionally 
and driving through the park on 
afternoons in a coach and four.” 

Although the Price girls were so 
widely scattered, they still considered 
Philadelphia their home, particularly 
since it was the source of the funds 
that paid for much of their luxury. 
How far the Price fortune had dwin- 
dled was disclosed when Annie’s will 
arrived the other day. 

Ller share had shrunk to $28,000. 
she had four daughters, one of whom, 
Maria, died three days before her 
in war-torn Austria a year 
ago. ‘The other three married titles. 
Although they may be somewhat hard 
up in these days of reconstruction, 
Annie left her estate—all but $750 
to the Baron Dory-Jobahaza, whom 
she married in 1904 soon after the 
death of Prince Friedrich.

N Mt. Auburn Cemetery, Cambridge, 

Mass., is a tombstone marked “John 

J. Moynahan, 1876 — 1939.” Here, 

once every year, a middle-aged man 

appears, kneels a moment, places a 

sheaf of flowers on the grave, and 
(J vanishes. A card attached to the 

flowers reads, “John Moynahan, 
who never forgot Tex, from a friend of both.” 

Moynahan was a roving newspaper artist. 
“Tex” was Mary Louise Cecilia (Texas) Guinan, 
queen of the Prohibition Era night clubs. They 
had been married at the beginning of her career, 
separated and divorced shortly afterward. 

Everything about Texas, in later years, showed 
that underneath her bluff, hale; professional per- 
sonality was a scorn and contempt for men. Her 
whole curious success was based on the attitude 
it gave her. Was Moynahan responsible for it? 

She seldom spoke of him, and when she did it 
was in the mocking wisecracks for which she was 
famous. Only in the story of her life which she 
wrote for the New York Journal in 1929 does she 
speak kindly of him. Obviously she wanted the 
matter to remain obscure; she tells only part of 
the story of her marriage to him, and it was not 
until recently that the full story came to light. 

Texas would have been just out of her teens 
when she met Jack Moynahan, if her officially 
cited age at death, 49, was correct. She herself 
had never told her age. Born on a ranch near 
Waco, Tex., she had become stagestruck durihg 
school theatricals, but apart from appearing 
with a stock company playing Waco and riding in 
local rodeos, she had got no further as a per- 
former when her family moved to Denver. 

There she sang in a church choir and got ac 
quainted with the artist, then on the Rocky Moun- 
tain News. Michael Guinan, her father, could not 
bear the thought of a newSpaper artist keeping 
company with his daughter. When scoldings did 
no good, old Michael drove Jack off the front 
porch with a club. 

That was hardly the sort of thing to stop 
Texas. There was another young man, younger 
than Moynahan, who went to Texas’ church and 
of whom her father approved. Night after night, 
he and Texas would stroll to a neighboring park. 
When they were seated on a bench, Moynahan 
would appear, and Texas’ escort, awed, no doubt, 
by superior age, would take his leave. 

Moynahan wanted to marry Texas, and his 
poverty would have been na bar to marriage, in 
her eyes, but she was still stagestruck. She felt 
that stage and marriage would not mix; she per- 
suaded Moynahan to get her a job with a local 
stock company playing musical comedy. 

Across the footlights she caught the eye of 
John Greenwald, a wealthy merchant. As Texas 
described him, “He had a reputation as a quiet, 
easy-going guy who hadn’t been caught breaking 
any of the Ten Commandments. Funny how he 
picked me, eh?” 

Greenwald sent her flowers and a note. After 
that he was at the stage door every night for a 
month, always with a gift. Then he proposed, and

as Texas put it, when she snapped out of her daze, 
there was an engagement ring on her finger and 
the wedding date had been set. 

Three days before the wedding date, she found 
herself alone, staring at the ring and seeing, in 
the diamond's glitter, her name in lights on Broad- 
way. She knew-then that she was not going to 
marry Greenwald. 

Later she faced Moynahan in the News office. 

“Jack, will you marry me and take me away?” 

“Sure... What will we use for money?” 

“T’ll fix that,” said Texas. “I'll be here at noon 
tomorrow.” They shook hands. 

Next day Texas pawned Greenwald’s ring for 
$600 and they were married by a priest. That was 
January 12, 1908—-one of the few dates about 
which Texas was: specific. Aside from the $600, 
there was a dime left of their joint funds after 
they had paid the priest. They flipped it--heads, 
Chicago; tails, the Pacific Coast. It was heads. 

They had a poor time of it in Chicago while 
Jack hunted a job and Texas kept house in a tiny 
flat. Things weren't much better after he went to 
work. They separated. 

Before the second decade of this century she 
was appearing in the old silent Westerns. With 
her ranch-taught horsemanship she was cast as 
a sort of feminine William S. Hart, She played 
a character called Flaming Mamie of Gigglewater 
in a series of two-reelers, leaping from upper 
story windows onto her horse, dashing over 
precipices, etc. She claimed to have appeared 
in 200 Westerns. 


HE was also one of the first film actresses to 

make “personal appearances,” as they were 
later to be called. With four persons and a horse 
she toured the Loew Circuit in an act which ended 
with her leaping on the horse and preventing the 
robbery of a post office. 

Back on the West Coast, she divorced Moyna- 
han, about 1912, and met her second husband. In 
between motion pictures she took part in a new 
play called “The Kissing Girl.” After the opening 
in San Franciscg, Julian Johnson, a well-known 
dramatic critic, praised the show but criticized 
Texas severely. Some months later, at a luncheon 
for stage people, she sat next to a bored gentleman 
who turned out to be Johnson. They were mar- 
ried a year later and divorced in 1920. 

Of Johnson she said: “One of the nicest hus- 
bands I ever had. y idea of a good scout, a 
regular guy. As husbands went he was all! right 
—and he went.” 

Meantime World War I had begun and in 1915 
Texas toured France entertaining the French 
soldiers and was said to have received a medal 
from General Joffre. When the United States 
entered the war she toured France again. 

While she was in “The Passing Show” she put 
on so much weight that she lost her job. She tried 
a reducing rub that Lillian Russell Mad told hér 
about—alcohol, alum and iodine. Aft#r losing 70 
pounds in two months, she got back her job in the 
show. ‘There was so much publicity about this 
feat that a man offered to promote the mixture 
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on a 50-50 basis. Texas secured many big-name 
endorsements and the partnership was prosper- 
ing when ‘Texas made one of her trips abroad, 
In her absence, the price of uicohol went up. 
Her partner decreased the amount of alcoho! and 
raised the amount of alum. People all over the 
country began to itch, as Texas put it. The Fed- 
eral Government investigated and there were 
damage suits for $80,000. Texas stood tria! and 
proved she hadn’t known of the change in the 
formula, but she had to settle the suits. 


Ts months after her divorce from Johnson 
she married George E. Townley, a millionaire 
clupbman. They were divorced in 1925. Describing 
Townley, she said, “He was just a rich man.” 

It was in 1922 that she began the phase of her 
career for which she is remembered. With the 
heip of Nils T. Granlund, a girl-show producer of 
the time, she got a job as manager of the Beaux 
Arts, asbetter-class New York night club. The job 
was not to entertain but to see that the patrons 
were entertained. Her first stars were Lina Bas- 
quette and Harry Richman, but soon she was as 
popular as they. Larry Fay, taxicab operator and 
racketeer, later murdered, became her financial 
backer and featured her at his E] Fay Club. 

It was here that she coined the phrase “Big 
butter and egg man” and the thousands of quips 
and gags which entered the language of the day. 
It was here, too, that she began greeting cus- 
tomers with “Hello, sucker!” One story has it 
that it was Fay she first so greeted. He had just 
sunk a fortune in a Florida night club for his 
flame of the moment, only to be :c buffed. A cus- 
tomer took the epithet to himself and was so 
amused that thereafter it was a ‘Texas trademark. 

“Wives who talk gas bills and new curtains 
they’re what made me a rich woman,” she said, 
explaining the appeal of her nig!it clubs to hus- 
bands on the loose. “To the average girl a wed- 
ding bell is only a dinner gong.” 

Texas apparently was exactly the right woman 
for her time and place. She was buxom and blond 
and highly made up. She possessed a brittle, 
metallic charm, a defiant wit just suited to the 
cynical '20s, and a peculiar laugh, artificial-sound- 
ing yet provocative of genuine laughter. Her 
night club clientele consisted largely of out-of- 
town buyers, theatrical celebrities, some socialites 
and plenty of underworld characters. She over- 
charged her patrons ludicrously—-ham and eggs, 
$10; “champagne,” $30—called them suckers to 
their faces and became a national vogue. 

Her business was, in essence, selling liquor, but 
she never touched a drop. By this time she had 
brought her parents to New York and lived with 
them in a small Greenwich Village apartment 
stuffed with gimcracks. 

She made it a great point to stand as protector, 
censor and apologist for her show girls, many of 
whom rose to stardom. Among them were Claire 
Luce, Eleanor Brooks, Ruby Keeler, Irene Delroy, 
Kitty O’Reilly, Olive McClay, Pearl] Eaton, Bar- 
bara Stanwvck, Bee Jackson and Olive Thomas. 

She presided over various night clubs~ the 
Texas Guinan Club, Argonaut, Century, Salon 
Royale, Club Intime. Every time the courts pad- 
locked a club, another would take its place. When 
the law clamped down on the 300 Club in 1927 
Texas said it was her 47th arrest. 

In court she kidded the judge and raved at the 
law. In the 300 case, however, there was a 
charge of maintaining a nuisance. The case didn't 
strike her as funny, for a change, and she, who 
had coined the phrase “Give this little girl a great 
big hand,” grew quite angry at a reporter who 
switched it to “great big handcuff.” 

By 1931 her star had begun to wane. 

Conflicting stories claim to tell of the turning 
point in her career. One is that one of her 
bouncers slugged a friend of a prominent polli- 
tician. Another is that, rehearsing a floor show, 
she had a heckler thrown out; he turned out to be 
Dutch Schultz, the racketeer. Most important of 
all, the depression had set in. 

She tried a change of scene, started night clubs 
on Long Island and in Chicago; they failed. She 
took a troupe of girls and a white horse to 
France; the French immigration officials would 
not let her land. She got up a show, “Too Hot for 
Paris,” about the trip. She was refused permis- 
sion to open in some cities, flopped in others. 

The little girl was not getting a hand any more. 
A man who might have paid hundreds to see her 
for a couple of hours in a night club would not 
pay $3.50 to see her in a theatre. She made one 
talking movie, “Queen of the Night Clubs,” and 
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small part in another, Walter Winchell’s 
“Broadway Through a Keyhole.” 

Then she. put together her last show and 
headed west. An elaborate welcome was framed 
for her in Hollywood, with an official dinner. At 
the last moment the mayor called off the dinner 
The troupe straggled on. In Portland, Ore., she 
caught a cold, collapsed in Vancouver, B..C., and 
died there. Alice, her colored maid, was the only 
New Yorker with her at the end. 
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Her last quip, it is said, was, ‘““Take my body 
to Campbell’s (a funeral chapel) where peopie 
can see me without a cover charge.” She was 


buried in Gate of Heaven Cemetery, White 
Plains, N. Y. Nov. 12, 1933. Five years and three 
months later Moynahan, then working on the 
Boston American, died. 

Of him Texas had quipped: 

“He would have made a good aviator; he was 
no good on earth.” And: “I want to get as thin as

ny first husband’s promises.” 

In her autobiography, however, she wrote that 
every year he came-to New York for Christmas 
dinner with the Guinan family, and added: 

“Jack Moynahan never gave me a bad break 
as long as I lived with him. He's a great guy*” 

As for the “friend of both” who tends the 
Cambridge grave, he prefers to remain anony 
mous and to this day is aS complete a mystery as 
‘Texas Guinan’'s forgotten romance. 
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“Oh, Yeoh?" or Words to That 
Effect, Said Hera When Zeus Tried 
to Fool Her by Changing His Girl Friend lo 
Into a Cow. Then Hera Acidly Congratu- 
lated Him on His New Interest in Animal Hus- 
bandry and Said She'd Accept the Alibi 
If He Gave Her the Cow.

CCORDING to a Montreal paper a certain 
Mr. A. E,. Seymour is crusading in that 
city against the Greek gods. Specifically, 


against Zeus, Pallas Athena, Aphrodite or Venus, 
Apollo and Hermes. We may have come on these 
famous characters in mythology books, while we 
were in the lower school grades and we may have 
thought they had no existence except in: fairy 
tales, which said they dwelt on Mount Olympus, 
lived on ambrosia and kept an eye on mortals 
down below, who lived on bread. 

Mr. Seymour fears the fairy tales are in a 
sense true. Just who Mr. Seymour is, I don’t 
happen to know, but recognizing his, quality I 
salute him. He takes the Greek gods seriously. 
More than fables, more than works of art, he 
thinks the marble Venuses and Apollos in mu- 
seums may be pictures of what we really should 
like to become. They may express our ideals, and 
in that sense they may be our gods. All of which, 
he says, should give decent folk something to 
worry about. 

These old gods and goddesses certainly repre- 
sented in their personal conduct the private ambi- 
tions of the ancient Greeks, and if they now speak 
for us, too, we must be going to the dogs. All the 


talk about the glory of ancient Greece, Mr. Sey- 
mour assures us, is sheer bunk. The Athenians 
in the time of Pericles and Socrates, and through 
several preceding centuries, “were a mob of super- 
stitious and ignorant louts,” and the Olympian 
family of gods who represented their ideals were 
an “extraordinary set of bounders,” 

I pause to salute Mr. Seymour again. A base- 
ball player may be the god of a small boy. We 
may make gods of what we wish to possess 
money, or power, or beauty, or love, or—but this 
is unusual— intelligence. 

Pluto, the Greek god of wealth, presided over 
hell, or the underworld, since gold was dug from 
the: ground. Zeus who wielded the thunderbolt, 
was the god of power; Athena, the goddess of 
intelligence; Aphrodite or Venus, the goddess of 
love; Apollo, the god of light and all the arts; 
Hermes, who served his father aS messenger or 
ambassador, the god of communication. 

This is all very well, says Mr. Seymour, if we 
didn’t know the kind of life these creatures were 
leading in their off-moments, when they were not 
symbolic of anything but were really just en- 
joying themselves. 

Zeus, for example, the father of all the gods, 
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set the rest of the family a sad ex- 
ample. His wife Hera couldn't trust 
him around the corner. Hermes was his 
son by another lady. 
On another occasion, wishing a few 
quiet words with a beautiful girl named 
lo, he hid himself with her in a cloud, and 
Hera, noticing the unnatural thickening of 
the atmosphere on a clear day, entered with- 
out Knocking and interrupted the conversation. 
Zeus changed Io quickly into a cow, and tried 
to make Hera believe that he was in the market 
for livestock. Hera congratulated him on his 
new interest in farm life and the food supply; also 
she pointed out that he didn’t need a cloud in 
order to look a cow over, but she would accept 
his explanation if he would give her the animal. 


O ZEUS, who in Mr. Seymour’s opinion was a 

cad, gave the cow-like lo to Hera, and she, not 
being a subtle person, attached to lo’s hindquar- 
ters a tireless gadfly, who drove the poor creature 
from pillar to post, until she gave birth to a son, 
right in the middle of the road, as it were. All 
this resulted from those few words with Zeus in 
the cloud. The name of Io’s son was Epaphus. He 
was the ancestor of Heracles or Hercules 

Hermes, or Mercury, was the son of Zeus and 
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a girl named Maia. This time Zeus was more 
careful, and his wife Hera didn’t catch up with 
him-——nor with Maia. Mr. Seymour feels there is 
nothing edifying in the incident. I’m not so sure. 
Maia’s informal mating with Zeus was eugenics 
for the production of the ideal ambassador. 
Hermes, according to the Homeric hymn in his 
honor, showed genius while still in the cradle, 
two or three hours old. When the nurse, thinking 
him asleep, left the room, the infant threw off the 
bedclothes, hurried out of doors, and took a stroll 
down the road to see what this world was like. 
Coming on a herd of cattle belonging to Apollo,

he realized they were the most 
beautiful cattle he had ever seen, 
and stole them all.

rubbed them both. “Cows?” he asked. 
“Do you speak of cows to me, a child not 
yet one day old? What sort of creature 
is a cow? You are the first I have heard 
mention them.” 

Apollo fixed a mean look on him. 


ERMES reached under his pillow and 

pulled out the tortoise shell. “Here’s a 
present I brought you,” said he. “Play 
me a lullaby, won't you?” 

It was Hermes, then, who invented the 
lvre. Apollo played on it all afternoon 
and made the instrument his own forever. 
The stolen cattle were forgotten and for- 
given, and Hermes, after so good a start, 
became an accomplished diplomat. 

Mr. Seymour is especially severe with 
Apollo and Aphrodite; in fact, he sends 
them to the bottom of the class. They 
both were, according to him, hideously im- 
moral. Let us admit that their depravity 
was a sort which, if it should occur among 
mortals, would be dangerous in the ex- 
treme, since it might excite envy. 

If Anollo saw a beautiful girl he im- 
mediately tried to make love to her. Aph- 
rodite, or Venus, felt the same way when- 
ever she saw a handsome man. The worst 
of it was that they usually got what they 
wanted in one form or another. 

The day Apollo caught sight of 
Daphne, for example, he asked her if she 
cared to take a walk, and she, being well 
brought up but not athletic, tried to 
escape by running. He followed at mod- 
erate speed, foreseeing that she would

soon be out of breath and would have to stop. 

When he had almost got his hands on her, she 
prayed quickly to Artemis or Diana, Apollo's 
sister, who enjoyed teasing him. When Apollo 
started to give Daphne a kiss, he found in his 
arms not a soft girl, but a hard laurel tree. To 
save his face he pretended that was what he had 
been looking for anyway, but he betrayed his 
irritation by pulling off some leaves and making a 
wreath, which he offered to the Poetry Society 
for an annual prize. 


R. SEYMOUR thinks Aphrodite was even 
worse than Apollo. None of her adventures 
were of benefit to horticulture or to forestry. 

When Aphrodite picked out a man who had 
caught her fancy, he was done for. She was 
the mother of Aeneas, you remember. She hap- 
pened to meet his father, Anchises, one afternoon. 

Perhaps the real trouble with these Greek 
gods is that we can’t help liking them. They 
may have lived on ambrosia, but they strongly 
resembled us bread-eaters. There is an insidious 
charm about deities whom mere mortal bread- 
eaters find it only too easy to imitate almost any 
hour of the day. 

Why indeed shouldn’t moralists like Mr. Sey- 
mour appears to be seem worried if the informal 
conduct of the old gods is now imitated by some 
of the “best” society?

for Marie Busch Jones Dantes 
Szombati, heiress to Anheuser- 
Busch brewery millions, a grandmoth- 
er and for three decades a prominent 
St. Louis matron. If she had kept 
a diary, it should have recorded: 
Jan. 1, 1946—C: Drummond Jones, 
her husband for 31 years, and father 
of her daughter, died of a heart at- 
tack in their St. Louis home. Mr. 
Jones was treasurer of the United 
States Paint, Lacquer and Chemica! 
Company, but was better known as 
a tennis champion and bridge expert. 
Feb. 9—An inventory of his estate 
was filed. It was valued at $5,814 
and went to his widow, who has spent 
more than that for an evening wrap. 
March 1 (on or about) The 
widowed Mrs. Jones went to Miami 
for a month. ‘There she met Andrew 
Szombati, a bellhop in her hotel. His 
home was in Toledo, Ohio, where the 
previous November, on his return 
from four years in the Army, he was 
divorced from Juanita Blythe Szom- 
bati, mother of his four-year-old 
daughter. He was 31. (Mrs. Jones 52.) 
April 1 (on or about)—Szombati 
left for Toledo... Mrs. Jones departed 
to return to her estate in St. Louis. 
May 7—Mrs. Jones and her garden- 
er, a short, stocky, earthy-looking 
man named Constantin Dantes, took 
a trip to Waterloo, Ill., where they 
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both obtained health certificates. 

May 8—The heiress and her gar- 
dener filled out a marriage license at 
Waterloo, in which Dantes gave his 
age as 45. An hour later they were 
married by Justice of the Peace Fred 
M. Reitz. They returned to St. Louis. 

May 23—-Marie Busch Jones Dantes 
visited Toledo,, had words’ with 
Szombati, went back to St. Louis. 
Szombati went on a binge and was 
arrested for drunken driving. 

May 24—Szombati pleaded guilty 
and was fined $50. The money for 
the fine and for the fee of his lawyer, 
Stephen Sazekas, came from St. Louis. 

May 29-—‘“Three weeks of happy 
married life’ ‘ended for Dantes and 
three weeks of bickering began. 

June 7—After crashing into an- 
other car, Szombati again was ar- 
rested _for drunken driving in Toledo. 

June 9-——Judge Stanley A. Grzezin- 
ski fined Szombati $500 and sentenced 
him to 90 days in jail. The ex-bell- 
hop turned his car over to his brother, 
who paid the fine. The judge offered 
to suspend the jail term if Szombati 
would: leave the state. He put through 
a call to St. Louis, then told the judge 
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he was going there to take a job as 
chauffeur “for a wealthy lady friend.” 


June 22-——Mrs. Dantes, after a fi- 
nal blow-up in which she threatened 
to have her marriage annulled, or- 
dered Dantes out of her home. 

July 16—Dantes sued for divorce, 
charging that his wife had flown into 
violent rages, had called him names 
and had told him he was “neither fish, 
flesh nor fowl.” 

July 17—Reporters found Dantes 
wielding a scythe on the estate of his 
wife’s brother-in-law, Percy J. Orth- 
wein. He shrugged off questions. 

July 19—-Mrs. Dantes filed an an- 
swer to the divorce suit, denying 
everything except the fact that she 
and her gardener had been secretly 
married. She asked for restoration 
of her maiden name. 

July 25--Circuit Judge Raymond 
E.. LaDriere granted the divorce but 
explained that he had no power to 
restore Mrs. Dantes’ maiden name. 

August 29—-Adolphus Busch III, 
brother of Mrs. Dantes and president 
of Anheuser-Busch Inc., died. 

August 30-—-Mrs, Dantes and her 
curly-haired, toothy chauffeur ar- 
rived in Toledo and looked up Szom- 
bati’s longtime friend, Frank Cook, 
who has a working arrangement with 
Justice of the Peace John Budd, 
known as the “marrying justice.” 
Cook escorted them to the county

clerk's office for the license and then 
to Budd's office for the marriage. 

August 31 The new Mrs. Szom- 
bati learned through the press that 
her new husband’s two convictions 
for drunken driving were only part 
of his police record. He had been con- 
victed in 1932 of robbing a group of 
merrymakers in a Toledo apartment 
at the point of a pistol and was sen- 
tenced to four years in the reforma- 
tory. Five years later he was con- 
victed on another robbery charge and 
received a one-year sentence. His 
last clash with the law, except for the 
traffic charges, was on October 31, 
1945. ‘That was a $50 fine for being 
drunk and disorderly. 

sept. 7--Cook, the contact man 
for the marrying justice, received a 
telephone call from Mrs. Szombati. 
He told reporters it was “a plea to 
get her out of the Toledo affair.” 
Later he announced that he must have 
been misunderstood. 

“She was just a: little confused,” 
he said. ‘“That’s all.” 

Oct. 19-—-After a Toledo hotel 
drinking party, Mrs. Szombati called 
police to help her flee from her hus- 
band. She took her chauffeur, ‘her 
maid and her checkbook back to St. 
Louis, leaving Szombati in jail on .a 
charge of non-support of his daugh- 
ter. In court he got a year’s sus- 
pended sentence and the $4-a-week 
support upped to $10 a week. 

Oct. 21—-Mrs. Szombati said she 
was through. She posted two deputy 
sheriffs at her St. Louis home. When 
Szombati appeared there he was jailed 
on charges of attacking his wife's 
personal maid.

“Will Johnny always be _ short, 
Doctor? Mrs. Jones’ boy who is the 
same age is three inches taller,”’ 

These have long been hopeless 
questions of fond parents. No an- 
swers were seriously 
expected, 

As if harkening to 
the countless queries, 
scientists have devel- 
oped a method to give 
specific replies to all 
such questions. Doc- 
tors can now tell you 
whether Johnny will 
always be short or 
whether Helen is go- 
ing to shoot up again. 

In fact, they have 
worked out tables 
which show the final 
height of any child 
when he or she stops 
growing. 

The studies were 
conducted under the 
direction of Dr. Nancy 
Bayley of the _ Insti- 
tute of Child Welfare, 
University of Califor- 
nia at Berkeley, and 
Dr. F. K. Shuttle- 
worth of Harvard, 

The tables begin at 7 years and 
end at maturity. Since girls mature 
on the average of 2 years sooner 
than boys, there are different sets 
of tables for the sexes. 

According to Dr. Bayley, “the 
greatest value to be gained from the 
skeletal age tables is for the period 
during which adolescent growth 
spurts. occur—-that is, after 10 years 
for givls, and 12 years for boys.” 
These are, of course, crucial periods 
in a child’s life. 

Knowing how tall a boy 
or girl will grow will help 
in planning careers. A 
girl who sets her heart on 
being an airplane hostess 
may become too tall to 
meet requirements. A boy 
who wants to be a police- 
man may not grow tall 
enough. 

Eliminating the uncer- 
tainty of future height 
should also aid consider- 
ably in social adjustment. 
Youngsters who fret about 
being too tall or too short for their 
ages may mature into normal heights. 
Having that assurance should help 
a great deal in. accepting oneself. 

The scientists found that the pres- 
ent height of a growing youngster 
is no sure indication of how tall he 
will finally be. 

A girl of 11 who is called “pee- 
wee” may mature into a tall, grace- 
ful junior miss. On the other hand, 
the long, gangly young lady of 12 
who is taller than any of her friends 
may remain at that ‘height, filling 
out to a perfectly proportioned can- 
didate for Miss America. 

The explanation for these varia- 
tions between individuals is in the 
growth of the skeleton. Our bones 
mature, the scientists tell us, at dif- 
ferent rates for different individuals. 
In addition to having a normal cal 
endar age each of us also has a 
skeleton age. 

Certain bones in the wrists, hands 
and knees grow together’ slowly. 
They close completely only at matur- 
ity. The rate of closing is different 
for every child. By measuring the 
amount of the opening with X-rays, 
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scientists determine skeletal age. 

The relationship between skeletal 
age, chronological age and present 
height is used to predict height when 
growth stops. 

Tables based on data obtained 
from hundreds of children have al- 
ready been published in the Journal 
of Pediatrics for the general infor- 
mation of the medical profession. 

Let’s see how these charts work. 
Take the cases of Joan and Lillian 
who lived down the block from each 
other. They were born within the 
same week. Every year, their moth- 
ers scratched their heights on the 
kitchen door. 

Joan was always the taller. On 
their 12th birthday, Joan was exactly 
5 feet. Lillian was only 4 feet 10 
inches. 

But 5 years later, the roles of 
their children had completely re- 
versed. Lillian had shot up to 5 
feet 6 inches whereas Joan had grown 
only an inch and a half. 

What their mothers had not con- 
sidered was their daughters’ skeletal

age. At 12 years, Lillian had a skele- 
tal age of 11 years 3 months while 
Joan's was 13 years 9 months. 

“We find,” says Dr. Bayley, ‘that 
early maturing girls are usually large 
when young, slowing down to about 
average in height at 13 years, and 
completing their growth rapidly, to 
become small adults. Late maturing 
girls are more often small when 
young, catch up to the average at 
about 13 and become tall adults.” 

None of the tables, of course, can 
be used for children whose growth 
processes are complicated by abnor- 
mal factors like an over-active or 
under-active pituitary gland. 

The charts show that parents can 
tell very little just from. present 
height. You must also know skeletal 
age. Johnny who is short for his 9 
years may grow up to be taller than 
Mrs. Jones’ strapping youngster of 
the same age. 

Various interesting facts came up

in the study. For instance, late-ma- 
turing boys tend to be tall, narrow 
hipped and long-legged, whereas boys 
who mature early are stocky and 
have wide hips. The only important 
difference among girls was that those 
who matured later were likely to be 
broader-shouldered. 

Other studies to be presented by 
the scientists at the University of 
California will include data showing 
the connection between bone age and 
social and emotional adjustments, 
physical strength, health and motor 
skills. More detailed knowledge of 
bone growth may yield information 
about susceptibility to diseases like 
arthritis, rheumatism and_ tubercu- 
losis of the bone. 

Leading anthropologists like Dr. 
Ernest ©. Hooton of Harvard Univer- 
sity have theorized that’ personality 
types might some day be accurately 
classified according to the physical 
structure of the body.

OY V. MAC NICOL is a painter 
R of Mexican scenes. The critics 

praise his work. Prominent 
Americans and the Mexican cabinet 
have sponsored his exhibitions. He 
has been called America’s paintbrush 
ambassador. 

Now he’s laid down his brush 
temporarily to picture another kind 
of Mexican scene—his own unhappy 
honeymoon south of the border. 

His price is a half million—the 
amount of his recent alienation of 
affections suit against his own step- 
daughter, Mrs. Marajen Stevick Dyess 
Horton, widow of Bataan hero Lieut. 
Col. William E. Dyess. 

The 56-year-old artist says Mrs. 
Horton, now the wife of clothing 
manufacturer Alton E. Horton, broke 
up his marriage to her mother, Mrs. 
Helen Stevick, wealthy publisher of 
the Champaign, Ill., News Gazette, 
before the honeymoon was over. 

Not long after his suit was filed in 
Federal Court at Danville, Ill., the 
artist’s wife sued him for divorce in 
Champaign County Court. 

In his action against his attractive 
stepdaughter, MacNicol deplores 
Marajen’s utter lack of gratitude for 
what he had done for her. 

He says he entertained her 
lavishly, once giving her a 1,000-cock- 
tail party at Ciro’s, in Mexico City, 
presented her to Mexican society 
jeaders and even introduced her to 
the man she married. 

“1 knew Horton only casually,” re- 
lates MacNicof, “and probably would 
not have made the introduction if 
Mrs. MacNicol had not impressed on 
me the importance of getting hold of 
some eligible men for Marajen.” 

For all his kindness, continues the 
artist, Stepdaughter Marajen repaid 
him with what he calls a “campaign 
of false intermeddling,” including 
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false rumors spread through bars and 
cocktail lounges of the Mexican 
capital that “he took money from 
women.” ~ 

Worsé still, he charges, she locked 
him out of his own house and had 
him jailed in Mexico City on a 
trumped-up case. 

Marajen was widowed in Decem- 
ber, 1943, when Colonel Dyess was 
killed in a plane crash. He had just 
returned to the United States after 
escaping from a Jap prison camp and 
was author of one of the first ac- 
counts of the Bataan Death March. 


MacNicol, sometimes referred to 
as the Horatio Alger of art because 
of his sudden ascent to fame, was 
once office boy to the dean of the 
University of Illinois. A few years ago 
he gave the university a series of his 
paintings and returned to Champaign 
last summer to paint scenes of his 
boyhood to add to his collection. 

There he met Mrs. Stevick and 
married her in fashionable St. James 
Episcopal Church, in Chicago, on 
September 9. Marajen, he reports, was 
absent during the courtship. 

He says he felt sure his marriage 
to Mrs. Stevick, whose annual income 
he fixes at $90,000 a year, was destined 
for success and happiness. Marajen 
toasted the couple after the ceremony 
and they left, without Marajen, for 
Oklahoma City and Brentwood, Cal. 

They reached Mexico City early in 
December and in 48 hours, says Mac- 
Nidol, the marriage was ruined. 

Marajen came to visit them, ac- 
cording to the artist, and remained to 
make ‘it a honeymoon for three.

“She took over completely,” he 
says. “Our life was disrupted. Our 
social engagements were cancelled 
without notice. I was never allowed 
to be alone with my wife. Usually 
they were together.” 

The first test of strength came, he 
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says, when he returned home one 
night to find himself locked out. 
“T am a determined man,” 
boasts MacNicol, “and I got in 
even though I was forced to 
call the houseboys to take the 
door off its hinges.” 

When he got in, he says, he 
found mother and daughter 
locked in the bathroom. He 
ordered them out and says 
Marajen told her mother, “You 

will have to choose between us.” 
“That,” recalls MacNicol, “was 
when I told Marajen to leave my 
home. I told her to get out and stay 
out and when she refused to go, I 
called the police to eject her.” 

His subsequent arrest and im- 
prisonment, he claims, was revenge. 

“T had given them a check for 140 
pesos—about $30—to pay the charges 
on an express package. They deliber- 
ately held the check until they learned 
I had closed my peso account at the 
bank in anticipation of returning to 
the United’ States. Naturally the 
check bounced and I was arrested.” 

For the loss of the “love, affection, 
consortium, care and aid” of his wife, 
he is suing Marajen for $200,000 and 
asks $100,000 on each of three other 
charges of slander and false arrest. 

Marajen thinks it’s pretty ridic- 
ulous. She says he’s acting “like a 
gigolo” and says her mother and the 
artist “never were compatible.” 

Mrs. MacNicol’s present portrait 
of the artist is included in her divorce 
papers. Agreeing with her daughter, 
she holds he married her only to get 
“large sums of money for his per- 
sonal aggrandizement and the satis- 
faction of his idea of grandeur.”

NGINEER LEO MARKELL wasat the throttle 
3 of his Grand Trunk freight train, rolling 

placidly through the Michigan countryside 
one day last summer. Watching out of the corner 
of his eye, he saw two little boys and their dog 
playing in a field near the tracks. 

Suddenly the engineer jammed on the brakes. 
His fireman, startled, looked over at him, but 
Markell wasted no time in talk. He was out of the 
cab as soon as the train stopped, and reappeared 
a moment later with the two boys and the dog. 

He had seen one of the boys, Gene Frick, eight 
years old, fall on a nail and injure his eye. Leo 
Markell knew what to do about it. 

With his three passengers, he no longer held 
the train down to slow-freight speed. He pulled 
down hard on the throttle and the old engine laid 
down on the rails and roared into North Branch, 
four miles away. A physician was called in, and 
Gene’s life was saved. 

That’s the kind of life railroad men lead— 
there’s always something happening, just when 
it’s least expected. 

For years Alonzo W. Gerald had been riding 
back and forth between Chicago and New York, 
just quietly doing his job as coach attendant. 

Then one day a passenger ran into his coach 
screaming that there was a fight going on in the 
smoking room. 

Gerald, remembering that two escaped prison- 
ers were being taken back to prison under armed 
guard, dropped his broom and dashed to the 
smoking room. There he saw the guard on the 
floor, one of the prisoners beating him, and the 
other brandishing the guard’s revolver. 

Almost automatically, Gerald knocked away 
the pistol, knocked down the prisoner, took the 
gun away from him, and then beat the other 
prisoner off the guard. 

For that Gerald won the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road’s heroic service medal. The award was 
established in 1923 when the Board of Directors 
realized that railroad men’s actions often call for 
some sort of special reward. 

In 1905, a national award for all railroads was 
set up, and the self-sacrifice shown by its first 
winner is still a model to railroaders. 

George H. Poell, a fireman on the St. Joseph 
and Grand Island Railway, was sitting in his cab 
one day when he saw a child on the tracks ahead. 

Poell jumped out of the cab, ran along the 
side of the locomotive, and, standing on the cow- 
catcher, scooped up the child. So strong was the 
momentum of the train that Poell broke both 
arms and crushed his foot in making the rescue. 

Conductor Fred C. Snooks, of the Southern 
Pacific’s crack Challenger; may not have made 
a thrilling rescue, but he demonstrated the rail- 
road man’s eagerness ta help his passengers. 
On the eastbound run a couple of years ago he 
was shown a telegram, delivered on board the 
train, which announced the surprise arrival home 
of Private Eugene Moore, the famous “indestruct- 
ible Marine.”

NEW stable peroxide antiseptic, developed 

by the research of Boston’s Ethan Allen 

Brown, M.D., promises to end the menace 

of chronic ear infection which, if unchecked, may 
lead to deafness. 

The new peroxide drug is safer to use, harm- 
less to the body, and does not produce the cor- 
rosive burns that iodine often causes. 

This newest germ-killer is a stabilized form 
of peroxide in a solution of water-free glycerol 
and urea. 

The result is a new antiseptic solution called 
Thenardol after the scientist who discovered 
Hydrogen Peroxide in 1818 but never received 
full recognition. 

The new form of hydrogen peroxide over- 
comes one big handicap which this antiseptic 
formerly possessed. With the old-fashioned water 
solutions of hydrogen peroxide the action -of the 
peroxide was over too quickly to kill bacteria. 
The new glycerol solution releases its nascent 
oxygen slowly, prolonging the peroxide effects. 

The new type of hydrogen peroxide is a close 
approach to what physicians have always wanted 
—an ideal antiseptic for surface application. 

Back in 1922 scientists showed that bacteria 
themselves produced hydrogen peroxide as a 
waste product. Under proper conditions, when 
the peroxide became concentrated, the germs lit- 
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erally committed suicide with their own waste 
materials. 

Next, in 1936, came the discovery that sun- 
light killed bacteria, in the presence of air and 
water, because the sun’s ultraviolet rays manu- 
factured peroxide. Peroxide, then, was the ideal 
germ-killer used by Nature itself. 

Dr. Brown found that the trouble with the 
water solution of hydrogen peroxide turned out 
to be the water in which it was dissolved. The 
slighttest trace of metallic impurities in the water, 
or even in the glass of the bottle, decomposed the 
hydrogen peroxide. 

Although peroxide sold in drug stores in brown 
bottles is safe to start with, it may deteriorate 
rapidly in the home under certain conditions. 

Moreover, water solutions of peroxide may be 
so rapidly decomposed by the blood in a scratch 
that there is little left to kill germs, says Dr. 
Brown. But he adds that some degree of break- 
down is necessary to liberate free oxygen. Dr. 
Brown’s research task, therefore, was to slow 
down the rate of decomposition of the peroxide 
and thus keep its advantages, and remove its 
disadvantages. 

After several false starts research concen- 
trated on the compound known as urea hydrogen 
peroxide. At first, this seemed a waste of 
time, for it was one of the most unstable of all 
forms of peroxide, In the presence of only traces 
of ‘moisture it quickly broke up into urea and 
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hydrogen peroxide. 

Then the hydrogen peroxide broke down fur- 
ther, into water and oxygen and the oxygen dis- 
appeared and the water evaporated. Urea alone 
was left behind. 

Urea, however, answered part of the problem 

finding a new and better antiseptic because 
urea 1S made in the body itself and is non-poison- 
ous and non-irritating. For 10 years it has been 
Known that urea alone would help dissolve dead 
tissues in a wound and hasten healing. 

Boston scientists discovered a second stabil- 
izing substance that would make inactive the 
metallic impurities. ‘This substance is called 
“oxine.” It may be combined wtih glycerol. 

How good is the new antiseptic? Laboratory 
studies comparing it with other standard surface 
germ-killers, like the tinctures of iodine, menthi- 
olate, mercresin, metaphen, zephiran, and phem- 
erol, show that the new form of hydrogen per 
oxide is as good as tincture of iodine and better 
than any of the others. These comparative tests 
were carried out on the germs which caused 
infections of the skin and mucous membranes 
as boils, running ears, impetigo, skin ulcers and 
infected wounds. 

The new antiseptic seems’ to possess great 
benefits when used as a continued’ moist applica- 
tion to long-lasting infections. This is the type 
of treatment for which tincture of iodine cannot 
be used. 

When iodine is applied to a cut the alcoho! 
evaporates and, as the antiseptic dries, it be- 
comes more and more concentrated. Not only 
may a patient be allergic to iodine but concen- 
trated iodine solutions may cause tissue damage 

When you put a drop of the new gpglycerite 
of hydrogen peroxide upon a minor cut or wound, 
things begin to happen. ‘The glycerol cannot 
dry and so cannot concentrate itself. ‘This means 
that the antiseptic can be left on the cut long 
enough to kill any bacteria present. 

The urea and hydrogen peroxide, present in 
the solution, both go to work. While you watch 
it, a layer of bubbles of nascent oxygen forms 
on the wound surface. As these bubbles slowly 
leave the surface of the wound, fresh peroxide 
solution goes into action. The oxygen bubbles, 
incapable of breaking through the surface of the 
glycerin, churn it into an oxygen cream. 

The urea dissolves dead tissue and helps kill 
bacteria, as does the oxine. 

This oxine is interesting in itself, says Dr. 
Brown. Just as the body needs traces of iron and 
other metals for normal growth, so do bacteria 
need tiny amounts of metals for their growth. 
Thus when Dr. Brown added oxine to his anti. 
septic he was putting into wounds still another 
chemical that delays bacterial growth. 

Since the glycerol itself contains very little 
water, it- pulls water out of the damaged tissue 
and helps it wash itself, pulling any bacteria 
which may be buried in the tissues to the sur- 
face where the peroxide can kill them. For minor 
wounds and cuts and abrasions, 5 to 10 minutes 
is an effective period for sterilization. 7 

Reporting their work in the Archives of 
Otolaryngology, Drs. Brown and Owen described 
the value of glycerite of hydrogen peroxide for 
infections deep within the inner ear. In the 
series of patients who had chronic lesions in this 
inaccessible spot for periods from four weeks to 
40 years, the new solution cleared the condition 
quickly. Some patients obtained relief after 
only four days. Seventeen patients were cured 
in two weeks. At the most, it took only 38 days. 
There were only three failures in a sizable group. 
All these patients had been previously treated 
with penicillin, sulfa drugs, boric acid, alcohol 
and ordinary hydrogen peroxide without results. 

In another report to the Annals of Allergy, 
Dr.. Brown and his colleagues described the use 
of glycerite of hydrogen peroxide solution on 
750 patients. More than 100 had different types 
of ear infection. Sixty had infections of the 
skin. One hundred and ten had minor wounds 
and burns. Twenty-four had infections within the 
lungs that opened into the wall of the chest. 
Twenty-one had infections of the mouth. Four 
teen had infected ulcers. In none of these pa- 
tients, where the new peroxide antiseptic was 
used, was there any sign of an allergic reaction. 

The Boston physicians emphasize that gly- 
cerite of hydrogen peroxide is to be used only on 
the surface of the body or on the tissues of the 
nose, throat and lungs. It cannot be given by 
injection and acts only locally and not through 
the blood stream like penicillin. It is, therefore, 
no competitor of penicillin.

The Marion D. Story Family—How Would You 
Handle Their Anniversary Celebration Problem 
—If You Could Remember All the Dates ?

F THE Marion D. Storys, of Bakers- 
field, Calif., celebrated the birth- 

days of their offspring in the cus- 
tomary way, they would find them- 
selves giving no less than 20 parties 
a year. Even doubling up for twins, 
there would be 18. 

So Mama Story gives two mass 
birthday parties, one in July and 
one in December. Each honors the 
children whose birthdays fall nearest 
to that date. 

That is a sample Story solution 
to one of the problems of raising 
a big family. 

Married 25 years, the Storys have 
had 22 children, including four sets of 
twins; 20 are living, and there is a 
daughter-in-law. Housing and feed- 
ing such a colony would leave the 
average housewife baffled, but, un- 
like the Old Woman Who Lived in a 
Shoe, Mama Story knows exactly 
what to do. She starts the day by 
preparing a five-pound kettle of 
cereal, ten pounds of rice, five 
pounds of fruit,'and a gallon of milk. 

The older girls are big enough to 
help, so the dishwashing and house- 
keeping tasks are divided up. 

For the main meal of the day the 
menu calls for 20 pounds of potatoes, 
four or five loaves of bread, ten 
pounds of meat, two gallons of salad, 
one gallon of soup, one pound of.but- 
ter, three or four pies or a couple of 
cakes. 

The 23 Storys have to eat in shifts 
because they’ve never found a table 
big enough to seat all of them, ex- 
cept on special occasions when a 
huge one is improvised outdoors. 

Through necessity perhaps the 
Storys raise most of their food at 
their home five miles from Bakers- 
field. Chickens and pigs keep the 
family supplied with meat and eggs. 
A garden and fruit trees contribute 
their share. 

Still there are a lot of groceries to 
buy and the bill for these items av- 
erages $50 a week. Papa Story does 
the marketing and buys in whole- 
sale lots, 100-pound sacks of flour, 
beans and rice, 50-pound cartons of 
macaroni and spaghetti. 

Papa Story is 51, a sign painter by 
trade. His wife is 43. They were 
married in San Francisco in 1921

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and set out with the newlyweds’ 
usual plans for. running a well-kept 
home and acquiring a family. They 
didn’t deliberately expect the Stork to 
be such a regular visitor. 

Their first born were twins. Three 
other sets of twins have been born 
to them since. One twin and another 
child died. 

Their marriage began in the boom- 
time after World War I, spanned the 
roaring ’20s, and survived the dark 
depression days of the '30s through 
careful planning and budgeting that 
kept the family fed, clothed, and in 
good health. 

Mama Story -has learned to man 
age a successful. co-operative estab- 
lishment. With the help of the older 
of her brood she cooks, washes dishes, 
washes and irons and keeps her large 
two-story white house in spick-and- 
span condition. 

She has seen the five eldest chil- 
dren through Bakersfield High School 
and last year kept a dozen others in 
grade school. The Storys have set a 
high school education at least as the 
educational goal for all their children. 

The family’s economic problem is 
not so difficult now as it once was 


during the hard years of a decade 
ago. Even then, Story managed to 
find work. Now the older children 
are contributing something to the 
family income. 

Jean and Jane, 23-year-old twins, 
and the eldest of the family, and 
June, 19, all pretty and curly-haired, 
are telephone girls employed in 
Bakersfield. Jacqueline, 21, has been 
working in a potato-packing plant. 
Jack, 22, the oldest son, spent three 
years in the Marine Corps. Recently 
discharged, he took a wife and has 
entered his father’s painting trade. 

The Storys are a jovial, good-na- 
tured clan. Even with all of her 
strenuous duties Mama Story retains 
her lively sense of humor and still 
shows a sparkle in her eyes when her 
puckish husband tells her, “Mrs. 
Story, you’re a mighty good-looking 
woman.” 

Musically inclined himself, Papa 
Story has instilled a love for music 
in his children. There are enough for 
an orchestra, so they have one. Story 
plays five instruments, guitar, violin, 
banjo, mandolin and ukulele. 

The children have learned to play 
and have their own daily “family 


hour” program of entertainment. All 
the children chime in on the singing, 
so there’s the Story chorus as well as 
the Story orchestra. 

When the family decides to go out 
together they pile into four automo- 
biles and make the journey a cara- 
van. June and Jacqueline provide 
two cars through the convenience of 
their boy friends. 

Five of the children were born in 
December, three, Jean and Jane, and 
Bobby, 16, on the same date, Decem- 
ber 7, Six were born in July, three 
in August, two in June and one each 
in October, February, March, and 
April. 

The children and their ages are:

-SWINDLERS HARVEST 


WINDLERS all over this country are 

eagerly reaping a rich harvest... The crop 
is ripe—$180,000,000,000 in savings or bonds, 
accumulated during the war years by thrifty 
Americans. These figures are from the U. S. 
Treasury Department. Racket-busting Better 
Business Bureaus have found 800 methods now 
being used by swindlers, who fall into four 
general classifications—doorbell gyppers, busi- 
ness opportunity confidence men, phony stock 
promoters and loan sharks. In this article, the 
third of a. series of four, The American 
Weekly exposes tricks of the doorbell gyppers.

ADY, I’ve brought you the greatest 

beauty discovery of the century. The 

Magic Dimpler will give you irre- 

Sistible dimples overnight. Dimples 

that will equal those of Claudette 

Colbert and Sonja Henie. And for 

only $5.00. It has a magic touch, 

as thousands who have tried it can 

tell you. Just let me show you how 

it works. You'll be grateful the rest of your life!” 

Mrs. or Miss America answers her doorbell to 
be confronted by a smoothie with this line. 

The dimple maker has appeared in many com- 
munities. It is a length of rubber covered wire 
and can be made for a few cents. The ends fasten 
over the ears like spectacle arms. The loop slides 
under the chin. Half way down the cheeks there 
are adjustable soft rubber points like pencil eras. 
ers. The buyer is instructed to smile before her 
mirror. Lines will appear on each cheek. 

“Simply adjust the rubbers to the smile lines,” 
says the gyp artist, “wear the miracle worker 
three or four times a day or go to bed with it on 
and lasting dimples will appear.” 

A silly thing, you might say. No one would 
fall for it. The New York Academy of Medicine 
reports it is more likely to bring on skin trouble 
than dimples. But in one community alone, a 
squad of salesmen took in $8,000 before they were 
chased out. i 

Cash deposits at doorsteps are easy pickings 
for the crooks. Pseudo salesmen for electrical 
appliances and household equipment promise 
nousewives delivery “as soon as the product is 
available.” The trusting victim never hears of 
her deposit money or the product again. 

A variation of the doorbell petty chiseler is the 
phony rug salesman. He usually poses as the 
agent of a non-existing firm. He “cases” his pros- 
pect by learning in advance the name of one of 
her neighbor friends. He introduces himself by 
saying he has been sent by Mrs. So and So. who 
has just made a purchase from -him. 

This approach disarms the intended victim 
and the peddler usually is invited inside. There 
he unwinds samples of high quality and quotes 
ridiculously low prices. When the sale is clinched 
thie dead-beat asks for a deposit, ranging from $30 
to $75, gives a receipt and promises delivery in 10 
days—the delay due to “a rush of business.” Thus 
he can.work a neighborhood several days before 
skipping. 

The nylon stocking shortage gave ah oppor- 
tunity for a quick clean-up. Swindlers generally 
use stock forms with a phony firm name and ad- 
dress, They carry samples bearing gauge num- 
ber and pre-war price mark. A deposit of half 
the amount of the order is required. The hose 
are never delivered. 

One crook was apprehended who, if the pros- 
pect looked like a generous buyer, delivered a 
small order. He then returned, confidence estab- 
lished, and built his second order to a dozen or 
more pairs, with a 50 per cent deposit. No de- 
livery was made. Complaints showed he had vic- 
timized women for $10,000. 

A first story burglar worked Texas by obtain- 
ing down payments for well-known brands of 
sheets and pillow cases. When caught he had 
several postal money orders, an allotment check 
and mail stolen from mail boxes. 

Food shortages brought on a renewed interest 
in vegetable gardening. ‘The seeds were delivered 
but purchasers said they grew poorly or grew 
nothing. Plants that were ordered never arrived. 
One operating group was convicted in Chicago. 
It had taken 387,000 orders, for a total of $119,000. 

A flower bulb gyp has a touch of art. A ped- 
dler shows a glass jar of water containing “a mar- 
velous exotic bloom.” It is often a primrose. If 
you buy the bulb for 50 cents and place it in a jar 
of water, after a few hours “you too will have a 
marvelous plant.” After the peddler has gone 
you find it doesn’t work. The peddler had at- 
tached the flower bloom to his sample bulb with 
a concealed wire.

their policy holders—-the late husband and the 
policy pays $6,000 or some other plausible figure. 

When the widow expresses surprise, the swin- 
dler states the policy had been paid up many years 
and doubtless her husband forgot to mention it. 
He needs fees for the “investigation” he must 
make before the claim is settled, He asks for as 
much as he thinks the prospect will pay, amount- 
ing in some cases to hundreds of dollars. After 
executing a form questionnaire, he promises to 
be back in two weeks with the full insurance. 

In St. Louis over 100 widows were victimized. 
One, living in a room over a garage, dug into her 
funds hidden in a sugar can and parted with her 
last cash. 

Law enforcement officers are vigilant and 
grab many of these crooks, but they are difficult 
to trace once they get away. They often use fic- 
titious names, even make-up skill to change their 
appearance. ; 

A concerted drive against this raid on the pub- 
lic purse was opened recently. Three hundred

One night he dreamed that a gray horse would 
win the fourth race the next afternoon. When 
he got to the track, he looked over the entries, 
picked out the only gray horse named to start 
in the race and put a good bet down on him 
at 30 to 1. 

As the horses paraded to the post, Cook 
noticed what he took to be another gray horse.

Claus, a combination of circumstances which. one

park exclaim: “It’s in the bag for Santa Claus.” 
Instead, only the bitter-end hunch players put 
their Christmas money on Santa, who, running 
like Dunder and Blitzen, captured the tinsel, pay- 
ing off at the good price (for such a natural) 
of 3 to 1. 

One of the most fantastic stories told about 
hunch players is the one that concerns the pipe 
dream of a member of the fraternity who, looking 
out the window of a race track special on the way 
to Belmont Park, saw a scarecrow attired in a 
black and white dress, held together by red tape 
(probably supplied by the Jockey Club). 


CANNING his program at the track, the hunch 

player found four horses entered in as many 
different races, whose jockeys wore black, white 
and red. Backing the first to win, he cashed in at 
4to1. The second was a long shot whose chances 
he didn’t favor, so he played him for show and col- 
lected at the rate of 3 to 1. The third won at 
4 to 1 and to make it the end of a perfect day for 
hunches, the last black, white and red special gal- 
loped home the winner at 16 to 1. 

Old-time patrons of the New York tracks may 
recall a shabby tipster who called himself Old 
Sassafras who peddled his selections, written in 
green ink on yellow cards, for a dollar a toss. | 

If there are ethics among tipsters, he prac- 
ticed them. Not for him was.the brazen dodge 
of waiting for the first five races to be run off 
and then running off a list of the winners of these 
races, purporting to be his selections, which he 


could scatter among the homeward bound horse 
men to advertise his skill. Old Sassafras was 
above anything as scurvy as that. 

But when his own selections grew so bad that 
one day he didn’t have a single winner, he wasn’t 
above going to his wife, who knew no more about 
horses than—well, let’s say her husband—and 
asking her to pick the next day’s winners for him. 

After selling a few of his cards the next day, 
Old Sassafras was braced by someone he recog- 
nized instinctively as a live number. The gent 
had dough sticking out of every pore and seemed 
eager to part with it. So, throwing away his 
unsold cards, Sassafras the shark stuck to his 
sucker like a sucker fish does to a shark, thereby 
reversing Nature’s formula. 

Using his wife’s selections, Sass sicked the 
sucker onto the bookies and created havoc of 
such proportions that it is revived every time his 
name is mentioned among the slate writers even 
to this day.

Modern bookmakers aren’t gamblers in the 
true sense of the word.

“IN THE NAVY"

UNDAMENTALLY, my faith as a scientist 
pertains to the two most important realities 
I know: first, the “Administration of the 

Universe,” and second, “Human Nature.” 

Without Faith in the first, scientists could not 
have made the discoveries and inventions that 
have contributed so much to human efficiency in 
recent years. Without Faith in the second there 
could be no peace of mind, no lasting satisfac- 
tions in life, no hope for the future of mankind. 

We live in a universe, not of chance or caprice, 
but of Law and Order. ‘Its Administration is com- 
pletely rational and worthy of the utmost respect. 
Consider the marvelous mathematical scheme of 
nature that permits us to give consecutive atomic 
numbers to every element of matter from number 
one, hydregen, to number 94, plutonium. Recall 
that the atomic bomb itself could not have been 
constructed had not the nuclear physicists be- 
lieved in the universal application on a large 
scale of the principles of neutron-engendere:' fis- 
sion they had discovered on-a small scale in their 
laboratories. . 

In the last analysis, it was Faith in the Admin- 
istration of the Universe that placed in human 
hands in the year 1945 the means whereby civiliza- 
tion might improve or destroy itself. 

Very evidently the administration is involved 
in a program of organization. Electrons, protons 
and neutrons are organized into atoms, atoms are 
organized into molecules, some of the molecules 
into living cells, and some of the cells into in- 
creasingly complex animals.and plants. 

A part of this creative ‘process is recorded 
by the fossils in the rocks, with which geologists 
deal. The study of that record gives us insight 
concerning the nature of the Creative Power that 
has produced the observed results. 

The administration has certainly not been 
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functioning in a blindly mechanical manner. In- 
stead, it has proceeded in much the same way 
as would an intelligent, persevering and purpose- 
ful person. However inadequate were the raw 
materials available at any time or place, the cre- 
ative forces made the most of them. All sorts 
of experiments were tried; many failed, a few 
succeeded. 

One gets a definite sense of sympathetic re- 
lationship between oneself and the infinite Cre- 
ative Power. You somehow belong to an admin- 
istration of that sort. You have faith that “spirit 
with spirit may meet.” 

Latest of all, in the evolutionary succession, 
there has emerged the creature whom we call 
man. Sharing with other animals practically all 
of his physical characteristics, he nevertheless 
differs from all other creatures in certain im- 
portant intellectual capacities and in all or nearly 
all his spiritual attributes. All too frequently, 
when reference is made to human nature, it is to 
that which we share with other animals. 

In contrast, when I say I have faith in human 
nature, I am thinking of those attributes of men 
which are uniquely developed in mankind or 
which we share not at all with other creatures. 
It is because human nature, thus defined, is what 
it is, that man today occupies his position of 
prime importance and unchallengeable supremacy 
on the. face of the earth. 

Outstanding among the various factors com- 
prising human nature are the capacity for devel- 
oping intelligence and the potential ability to 
display good will. 

Especially in these first few years of the Age 
of Atomic Energy, these are the characteristics 
for which the sum total of all the forces and 
factors in our environment make the greatest 
demand, Because there can be no adequate mili- 
tary defense against atomic weapons and no 
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ce emery

means whereby we can prevent other nations 
from gaining the ability to manufacture them, 
it is now a fact that our security and prosperity, 
indeed our very existence, depend just as much 
upon the intelligence and good will of the gov- 
ernments and peoples of foreign nations as they 
do upon our own wisdom and good intentions. 

That is the stark truth of what interdependence 
really means for the inhabitants of one very 
small world in an Atomic Age. The scientist 
who comprehends the nature of energy derived 
from nuclear fission and who Knows even a little 
about the possibilities of jet propulSion and radio- 
controlled missiles cannot but come to a new 
appreciation of the truth of the ancient scripture: 
“Not by might, nor by power, but by My Spirit, 
saith the Lord of Hosts.” 

Intelligence and good will! These and these 
alone can save mankind from self-destruction. 
But if my understanding of ihe nature of matter 
and energy is accurate and if I have correctly 
interpreted the record in the rocks, these very 
characteristics represent so truly the Spirit of 
the Administration of the Universe, and the possi- 
bilities for their development in human nature 
are so great that I have what I believe to be a 
sound basis for optimism for the future. 

Intelligence is the very heart of science; good 
will the very essence of religion. It may well be 
that under the impetus given by the blazing flash 
of exploding atomic bombs, men will at last dis- 
cover that intelligence is not enough. We need 
superior intelligence, but even more we need a 
widening spread and a deepening hold of the 
motive of good will toward all.

TARTLING indeed was the recent 
announcement that Dr. Alexan- 
der A. Bogomolets, the Russian 

scientist who claimed that by the use 
of his A. C. (anti-reticular cytotoxic) 
serum longevity could be. conferred 
on man, had himself died at the age 
of 64. He had not completed even the 
scripturally alloted three score and 
ten years. 

Dr. Bogomolets was the most fre- 
cent of the entries in the race for 
the key to longevity, the most widely 
and sensationally known of whom 
have significantly been Russians. Per- 
haps the phenomenon sheds light on 
the critical standards of science preva- 
lent in Russia as well as on the sus- 
ceptibility of our own people to ex- 
aggerated claims, fads and nostrums. 

“There are three fields in which 
all human beings are credulous— 
money, matrimony and medicine,” I 
wrote some years ago. Since the earli- 
est times men have searched for some 
magical elixir by which their years 
of life might be prolonged. However, 
men have sought not only increasing 
years but also increasing years of 
physical fitness and usefulness. 

And, as years have gone by, from 
time to time the world has 
startled by the claims of various in- 
vestigators who have said that the 
elixir of life was known to them. 
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Ponce de Leon claimed that he dis- 
covered “the fountain of youth” in 
Florida but, of course, that was just 
imagination. 

A great scientist was the eminent 
French physiologist, Dr. Claude Ber- 
nard, who said that the attributes of 
youth and long life were the proper- 
ties of the reproductive glands. In- 
deed, he injected himself with an ex- 
tract made from gland material and 
he found that he could go up a flight 
of steps more rapidly—but he died 
quite young. 

But the widest and most sensa- 
tional exploitation of the reproductive 
gland hypothesis was done by the 
Russian (later, naturalized French) 
physiologist, Serg Voronoff, and the 
Austrian physician, Eugen Steinach. 
Voronoff proposed to transplant the 
giands of young males who died by 
accident or who were willing to con- 
tribute their glands for a financial 
return into the bodies of aging men 
with the hope that this would confer

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on these aging men not only long life 
but the vigor that they had lost with 
their aging. He is reported to have 
made a considerable number of these 
experiments, but such evidence as is 
available (and most of it is in the 
secret archives of the hospitals) indi- 
cates that the method was not suc- 
cessful for either of the purposes. 
Again, Voronoff’s transplantation 
of the glands of monkeys or of the 
higher apes served only to stimulate 
the minds of the elderly but eternally 
hopeful people but otherwise did little. 
A different path was followed by 
the eminent Russian biologist, Eli 
Metchnikoff who, having observed the 
peasants of Bulgaria and having be- 
come convinced that they lived long 
because they took in considerable 
quantities of sour milk or yogurt, 
Stated that the use of this substance 
in the diet would be conducive to 
longevity. Metchnikoff conceived that 
the bacteria involved, such as the 
“bacillus bulgaricus” and the “bacillus 
acidophilus,” could overcome the toxic 
germs in the intestines and thus con- 
trol what was called autointoxication; 
this would be able to prolong life. The 
actual tests, however, proved that the 
method was not at all specific for 
longevity. The theory of autointoxi- 
cation has been largely discarded. 
Now, Dr. Bogomolets was a pupil 
of Metchnikoff. He argued that the 
tissues develop substances which can 
keep all the cells and tissues of the

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body from growing old, prevent can 
cer and infections, hasten the healing 
of wounds and fractures. He called 
it “anti-reticular cytotoxic serum,” 
A.C.\S. Thus far all of the evidence 
in favor of his method is inadequate 
and unscientific and, therefore, com 
pletely unconvincing. Before science 
can accept such claims as these there 
must be plenty of competent evidence. 

In his recent book, “The Prolonga- 
tion of Life,” Bogomolets makes a 
number of recommendations for long 
life which, however, when studied, 
come out just about the same as 
those that medical science has always 
made. He says, in addition, “If the 
reproductive function of man is not 
overtaxed, it will favor longevity.” 
But the facts are that women lose 
this function much earlier than do 
men, yet women actually live longer 
than do men. 

Bogomolets, be it said to his credit, 
was not motivated with any unworthy 
considerations. He was as genuine 
and sincere a scientist, in his own 
way, as Ivan Pavlov, a Russian scien- 
tist of irreproachable fame. But ap- 
parently he was drawn into the 
strange exploitation that has recently 
featured the propaganda of “Russian 
science’; its motives hardly scientific. 

A few years ago a Russian biolo- 
gist, Alexander Gurwitch, started 
every one looking for “M-Rays” (“mi- 
togenetic rays’) which were supposed 
to come from living tissues, and 
turned out to be mythical. Professor 
T. D. Lysenko advocates theories of 
genetics (heredity and _ variation) 
which, in the opinion of the best au- 
thorities, are pure rubbish. 

Yet, Professor Lysenko too has 
been in the saddle of Soviet official 
favor. When political changes over- 
whelm a nation there is a tendency 
to “liquidate” scientists who are of 
the opposite party. Many a Spanish, 
German, Italian and Russian scientist 
too far to the left or the right has dis- 
appeared after a clash with the higher 
official political powers. 

There is one incompatible mixture, 
the combination of political dogma 
and emotionalism and science!

There were people in the 
hall, and they directed me to 
the fire escape and helped 


me over the window sill to - 


get to it. I held Fawn, a 
man held my arm, and we 
went down the 11 stories 

At first I started count- 
ing the steps, and the floors. 
Then I realized that think- 
ing about how far there was 
still to go might interfere 
with my progress. So I put 
that thought out of my 
mind and thought only of 
putting one foot ahead of 
another and holding Fawn. 

I~ didn’t allow fear to 
throw me into a panic. 

The next day I got my- 
self some clothes, and kept 
all my appointments. I de- 
livered a lecture on safety, 
and sang. Both lecturing 
and singing are a part of 
my career. 

During my childhood, in 
El Paso, my mother was 
sick and needed help quickly 
one night. I ran to a neigh- 
bor’s house, in back of ours. 
There was no gate to our 
high picket fence in the 
rear of the house, and I was 
wearing a long nightgown. 
1 don’t know yet how I got 
over that fence, but I did. 
Fear of its height didn’t 
stop me, that’s certain. 

When I was in my late 
teens, I started out with my 
sister and a-young man she 
knew on a little trip. The 
bright lights of an ap. 
proaching automobile pre- 
vented our driver from see- 
ing a truck stopped right 
in the middle of the road. 
We plowed into it. 

The result of that acci- 
dent to me was pain and 
permanent blindness. 

As soon as I could, I went 
for a drive with the same 
driver in the same car. I 
wanted to show him that I 
didn’t blame him, and I 
wanted to show myself that 
I was not going to be afraid 
of automobiles. 

It would be just as ridicu- 
lous if I let the memory of 
a fire keep me out of com- 
fortable hotels.

HERE was no gainsaying the fact that Fred 
T Small had an inventive turn of mind. There 

was no denying that he knew it. On occasion 
he would flaunt his good right hand and Say: 
“That hand can do anything.” 

Herewith is the story of his most grandiose in- 
vention. 

In September, 1916, Small, a native of Port- 
land, Me., and his third wife, the former Florence 
Curry, were occupying a bungalow Qn the south 
shore of Lake Ossipee, a few miles from the vil- 
lage of Mountainview, N. H. They had been living 
there the year around since May, 1914. 

For anyone liking outdoor life, as well as 
seclusion, Small seemed to have evolved an ideal 
existence, He puttered about his motorboat, spent 
many happy hours in his workshop, and once in 
a while made trips to Boston, where he dabbled in 
the stock market. He owned his home, and had 
about $5,000 in the bank. 

As stated, he took much pride in his mechani- 
can handiness. It was child’s play for him to 
change the location of a telephone. He loved to 
show off the clock light he could control from his 
pillow, and the ingenious electric timer that 
worked a phonograph to waken him in the 
morning. 

He was a very clever fellow. 

Early that year of 1916, he had phoned Win- 
field Chase of Mountainview, an insurance agent 
who had arranged a fire policy for him-—-$2,000 on 
the cottage and $1,000 on the’ contents. Small now 
wanted to discuss a life policy; he was interested, 
he said, in a $20,000 joint policy for himself and 
wife. 

However, the talks with Chase had proved un- 
productive, so Small had contacted Edwin Conner, 
another agent who was also principal of a school 
at Centre Ossipee. In the course of the ensuing 


negotiations, the two men had made a trip to 
Boston, as Small wished to satisfy himself as to 
the financial condition of the company. 

Finding the company in excellent health, he 
had applied for a joint $20,000 policy, only to have 


the application rejected because Mrs. Small’s name 
had been signed not by her but by him. Later 
he had informed Florence, she had signed, and 
the policy had gone through. Phe contract pro- 
vided that the survivor would receive $20,000, and 
in the event that both died, the proceeds were to 
go to a nephew. 

During the following months, Small and Con- 
ner had met occasionally, and Small had men- 
tioned that he had some friends in Boston whom 
he was sure would buy some additional insurance. 
“T think a trip or two down there might be prof- 
itable for both of us,” he said. “I'll let you know 
as soon as I line up a few prospects.” 

About the middle of September, they made 
a tentative date to go to Boston together the first 
week of October. 

That year, the iast of the other cottagers, the 
Emersons, departed on Sept. 27, leaving the Smalls 
completely neighborless in their heavily wooded 
retreat. Bright and early the next morning Small 
phoned Conner at his home and said he thought 
they should make a trip to Boston that day. 

“The way the market’s going, I feel I should 
be there,” he said. “And I think you ought to 
go with me and grab off a few. insurance pros- 
pects. How about the 4:07 train this afternoon?” 

Conner said he was sorry but he didn’t see how 
he could get away. 

“Too bad,” Small murmured. “a. & 
ought to go. Can’t you get off somehow?” 

Conner said he’d call back later; if there was 
any possible chance. 

“Good! Er—-just when can you call?” 

“Why, sometime around noon, I suppose, You’ll 
be home then, won’t you?” 

“Oh yes! But I might be out in my workshop 
when you call. If you’ll give me the exact time, 
I'll be here at the telephone.” 

“Well, how about a few minutes before 1?” 

“Fine!” 

Conner called a few minutes before 1, and Small 
answered immediately. ‘The educator-agent re- 
ported that the situation was unchanged——he just 
couldn’t get away. 

“Well, now, that’s too bad,” said Small. “We 
could do some business down there, and it would 
mean a nice little sum for each of us. You really 
ought to go, Fred.” 

“I sure want to, Fred,’ Conner told him. “If 
I can possibly arrange it, [ll meet you at the 
train.” 

They left it that way. 

Meanwhile, Small had felephoned the _ local 
grocer, Charles Sceggel, and ordered a list of 
things—3 pounds of pork, a peck of potatoes, 6 
cakes of soap, one broom, 2 yeast cakes, and 5 
gallons of kerosene. Sceggel had delivered the

stuff at 11, at which time he saw Mrs, Small 
busy in the kitchen. 

At 2 p. m., Small phoned the town hackman, 
Robert Kennett, at the Central House in Moun 
tainview, asking him to call for him at 3:30, as 
he wished to make the 4:07 train. Small also 
asked him to pick up the mail at the Small mail 
box out on the main road, half a mile from the 
cottage. 

Kennett arrived 55 minutes early, but even so 
he found Small standing on the back porch, with 
his handbag, walking stick and overcoat. Kennett 
handed over the mail, then started to turn his 
rig around. He expected that, as per custom, 
he would be invited inside for a snort of rye 
after all, they had loads of time to make the 
train. But the usual invitation was not forth- 
coming. 

Kennett saw Small throw the letters through 
the open rear door, and heard him call, “Good-by, 
dear, I’m going now!” He saw him stand at the 
door, listening; and heard him shout, “All right, 
dear, I won't forget!” 

Then Small closed the door, stepped into the 
carriage, and they drove off. 

Much to Small’s gratification, Conner met him 
at the station and accompanied him to Boston. 
There Small registered at Young's Hotel, and 
after they’d unpacked, Conner bought six picture 
postcards to send to friends and relatives. Small 
borrowed two cards and inscribed one to his wife. 
He showed Conner what he had written: 

“Fair weather at Young’s. Fred. 

“Sept. 28, 1916. 8:40 p. m.” 

_ “Mrs. Small and I are always very exact,” he 
explained as he indicated the time notation. 

Then they attended a movie and enjoyed a late 
snack at Clark’s grill on Washington St. It was 
past midnight when they arrived back at the hotel. 

“Oh, Mr. Small,” the clerk sang out. “You're 
to call the operator. There’s been a fire up your 
way.” 

Small hastened to a phone booth, followed by 
Conner. He heard Frank Ferren, of the Central 
House, tell him that his home was in flames. 
“Is Mrs. Small -with you?” Ferren asked. 

“Good God, no!” Small shouted. “My God! My 
home! My pet! Gone!” 

Then he turned to Conner. 
this man is saying, Ed!” 

Thus Conner heard the news, too, 

The pair took off a few minutes later in a 
rented car. Between spasms of grief Small would 
“try to reason out how it had happened.” One 
of his explanations was that his wife had been 
sitting before the fireplace reading, she fell asleep, 
and a spark came out and set her clothing on fire. 

Small did not go to the scene at once, but 
halted at the Central House for breakfast. He 
stayed there from 4:30 until 6:30, when he phoned 
an insurance agent through whom he had obtained 
$3,000 fire insurance on the bungalow. Then he 
proceeded to the lake. 

The bungalow had burned to the ground 
except for one corner of the workshop. Some 
things were still smoldering in the cellar, where 
there was five to six inches of water—seepage 
from the lake. One of the objects struck Conner 
as resembling a body. 

“There are $6,000 worth of diamonds and other 
jewels in there,” Small remarked. “Anyone can 
have them who can find them.” 

Then he said to a doctor who'd arrived: “Send 
for some men and have them search the ruins and 
see if they can find any trace of my wife’s body.” 

Ed Conner, however, felt they shouldn’t wait 
that long. He filled two pails with water and 
tried to extinguish the fire still burning around 
a heap of stuff in the cellar. Presently Conner 
and Small drove back to the hotel in Mountain- 
view. 

An hour later an official party, including Sheriff 
Chandler and Medical Examiner Horne, arrived 
at the ruins. They made a series of startling dis- 
coveries, chief of which was the fact that Florence 
Small had been murdered. 

The body had not been destroyed by the flames, 
as her killer had expected. It had dropped through 
the burning floors into the cellar, and the water

from the lake had preserved the evidence. Sheriff 
Chandler and Dr. Horne noticed a cord tied tightly 
around the neck, a bullet wound in the head, and 
eight other wounds which had apparently been 
inflicted with a club or piece of pipe. 

Back at the hotel; Dr. Horne sought out Small. 
“What shall we do with the body?” he asked. 

“What!” Small exclaimed. “Is there enough 
left: to be buried?” 

“There is.” 

Small seemed nonplussed. Then he pulled him- 
self together and said: “Nothing too good—noth- 
ing too good, so far as a casket in concerned.” 

He thought better of that later, and ordered 
a coffin that cost $35. He also bought. half a 
burial lot, and ordered a florist to send $24 worth 
of American Beauty roses, stipulating that the 
gild inscription should read: “To My Love.” 

However, Small’s funeral arrangements and 
his lamentations were soon to be rudely inter-., 
rupted, for Sheriff Chandler informed him that he 
was under arrest for murder, not tc mention 
arson. Small registered amazement. 

“This must be a cruel joke you are playing 
on me!” he cried. “My wife was alive when I 
left for Boston. I can prove it by Bob khennett. 
He saw Florence come out on the veranda and 
kiss me good-by. He heard her say: ‘Don’t forget 
to get the lace.’” 

Chandler looked him in the eye and said: 
“Bob says differently. He says he saw and heard 
only you. He heard a voice say ‘Good-by’ but it 
was your voice, not your wife’s.” 

There was no doubt, however, that Small had 
been in Boston, more than 100 miles away, at the 
moment the fire broke out. He had reputable 
witnesses on that score—Kennett had driven him 
to the station, others had seen him board the train, 
and Ed Conner had been with him every minute 
of the trip. 

Sheriff Chandler found the solution to the 
mystery. 

He showed reporters the wreck of an alarm 
clock, which he said Small had rigged, via storage 
batteries and wires, to start the fire seven or 
eight hours after his departure from Mountain- 
view. ‘To one of Small’s proven ingenuity, such a 
timing device would offer no problems. 

Investigation of the suspect’s background did 
not help his case. For one thing, the bungalow on 
the lake proved to be the third of his insured 
homes to burn down. 

In his native Portland he’d started his business 
career as a grocer, then, having gone into bank- 
ruptcy, shifted to Massachusetts, where he mar- 
ried Miss Nettie Davis, of Minot. She died in 
childbirth, and he married Miss Laura Patterson, 
of Salem. Nine years later, in 1908, he had won 
an out-of-court settlement in an alienation of 
affections suit, and then a divorce. He had mar- 
ried Florence Curry, 32, at Southboro, Mass., in 
December, 1911, after knowing her only 10 days. 

The state did not try to prove that Sma!l mar- 
ried Miss Curry with murder in mind. But the 
evidence was good that his plot against her life 
went back seven months—-to the purchase of the 
insurance— and possibly more than two years, 
to the date of the couple’s removal from South- 
boro to the secluded bungalow on Ossipee, cer- 
tainly an ideal site for such a crime. 

In his’ trial that December, the state’s case 
proved convincing to the jury, and he was hanged 
early one morning in January, 1918. 

The Small case lives in the records as a classic 
example of a carefully contrived profit murder— 
a crime that might have been perfect except for 
the interception of Providence in the form of 
five inches of water.

were inspected before go- 
ing on K.P. and during in- 
spections in ranks. If nails 
weren’t trimmed and clean, 
or if he wasn’t cleanly 
shaven or well groomed he 
was punished with extra 
duty. 

“Rookies soon forgot that 
it was sissy to use cologne 
and toiletries when they 
saw their tough corporals 
and sergeants using them. 

“They soon learned to 
shower regularly and use 
deodorants when their bun- 
kies or corporals would 
threaten to give them a G.I. 
bath. 

“Credit for cleanliness 
standards should not go to 
foreign countries in this in- 
stance. It belongs home...” 


HE importance given to 
grooming by the army 
was recently re-emphasized 
by Brig. Gen. William H. 
Middleswart, Chief of the 
Military Planning Division 
of the Quartermaster Corps: 
“...A well-dressed army 
tends to be an army with 
high morale and good dis- 
cipline. Their personal 
pride in appearance re- 
dounds to the soldier’s credit 
as well as to the credit of 
the army and the country. 
“We have always stressed 
care of the soldier’s indi- 
vidual clothing, equipment 
and personal appearance. 
Our training maruals em- 
phasize the need for men 
to be spruced up...” 
Awareness of the import- 
ance of grooming to morale 
made the late General 
George S. Patton a stiff 
taskmaster to his men even 
under combat conditions, It 
is said by men who fought 
under him that the General 
would inspect the shine on 
their shoes even before 
sending them into action. 
It was also Patton who 
was so outspoken against 
cartoonist Bill Mauidin’s 
bearded, unkempt drawings 
representing life in the 
army. Those caricatures, 
the General felt, set a bad 


sonal experience—the de- 
fense of the nation.” 

It is well known among 
army officers, as among 
civilian employers, that the 
well-dressed, neat-appear- 
ing man is also the intelli- 
gent and efficient worker. 
As Maj. Gen. Thomas H. 
Green, Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral of the Army Service 
F‘orces, said during a recent 
interview: ““To exercise care 
in the wearing of the uni- 
form or civilian dress gives 
the individual a sense of 
well-being and _ self-assur- 
ance. It is an essential pre- 
requisite to effective and 
useful service in the army 
and in all walks of life.” 

This new attitude on the 
part of the men in our coun- 
try toward better grooming, 
and the products that make 
it possible, brings in a year- 
ly income of approximately 
$40,000,000, estimates the 
Toilet Goods Association. 
Fastest selling items are 
still after-shave lotions, 
powders and shaving soaps. 
But the army’s campaign. 
coupled with the concen- 
trated work of pioneers in 
the field of men’s toiletries 
is gradually bringing to the 
fore the purchase of de- 
odorants, colognes and per- 
fumes to suit masculine 
tastes —- the clean - smelling 
kinds, rather than those 
that have floral scents. 


HE main thing still to be 

done in this field of men’s 
cosmetics, feels the Associa 
tion, is to take the latter 
cosmetic group out of the 
gift class and convince our 
male population that they 
are as much In need of the 
finer essences as are their 
wives and sweethearts. 

Once the “sissy” stigma 
has dissolved, and—as Set. 
Ballard remarked—the 
rough and tough army ser: 
geants highly approved, 
even insisted, on suth re- 
finement——men in all walks 
of life will feel the lift that 
comes from improved 
grooming.

Roast Half Turkey 


If the turkeys in your 
market are unusually heavy, 
two families can share one 
by having it cut in half. We 
recommend the following 
method of roasting a half 
bird. 

Season the _ cavity of 
cleaned bird with  salt— 
about ‘s tsp. per Ib. ° Place 
turkey, cut side down, on a 
wire rack in open roaster. 
Brush well with melted fat. 
Then cover it with a clean 
piece of cheesecloth that 
has been dipped in melted 
fat. Roast in moderate oven 
of 325 deg. F., allowing 
about 25 to 30 min. per Ib. 
Add no water and do not 
baste. 

If you want stuffing, take 
the bird out when half done. 
Place 4 to 5 cups of well- 
Seasoned stuffing in a 
mound on a double thick- 
ness of waxed paper on the 
wire rack. Then arrange the 
bird over the stuffing and 
continue roasting for rest of 
time. Fat from bottom of 
pan may be spooned over 
cheesecloth to remoisten it. 


Bread Stuffing 
(The Crumbly Kind)

Add celery, 
1 cup celery liquid, butter, 
and onion, and mix thor- 
oughly. 


Roast Whole Turkey 

After cleaning, stuffing, 
and trussing the bird, place 
breast si.e up on a wire 
rack in an open roasiing 
pan. Dip a picce of cheese- 
cloth in melted vegetable 
shortening. Lay it over top 
of bird. Roast in a slow oven 
of 300 deg. F., as follows, 
cutting strings on drum- 
sticks after hour’s roasting: 

Drawn weight (minus 
head, feet, organs); approx)- 
mate roasting time at C00 
degrees F.: 7 to 10 pounds, 
30 minutes per pound; 10 to 
15 pounds, 20 minutes. per 
pound; 15 to 18 pounds, 18 
minutes per pound; 18 to 20 
pounds, 15 minutes per 
pound. 

Use uncovered roaster. 
Add no water. Do not baste. 
Do not turn. 

Plan to start roasting tur- 
key * hr. ahead of sched- 
ule. Then you won't worry 
if it needs a little more 
cooking. There'll be ample 
time for making gravy, etc., 
too. Also a very hot turkey 
is hard to carve. 

Bread Stuffing 

(The Moist Kind)

Steam, on top of the range, 
for 5 hours, replenishing the 
boiling water if necessary. 
Unmold and serve with fol- 
lowing lemon sauce. Serves 
10 to 12. 

Note: You may make this 
pudding several days before 
Thanksgiving. Keep stored 
in a cool place. Reheat, by 
returning pudding to mold 
and steamiug 1 hour. 


Lemon Sauce 

2 eggs, separated 

1 cup white corn syrup 

2 tbsps. lemon juice 

1 tbsp. grated lemon rind 

Beat egg yolks with a 
hand or electric beater until 
thick, Then add ‘tz cup corn 
syrup graduaily, while beat- 
ing.

N response to overwhelm- 


ing requests from teen- 
agers, we asked Ann Dela- 
field, director of the Du 
Barry Success School, to 
give us exercises which the 
high school set could do. 
Last week we started with 
good posture and reducing 
exercises. Today we are giv- 
ing you more—to reduce 
you or build you up, which- 
ever you need. Let’s start 
with the good posture posi- 
tion again. Here’s how: 


, flat on your back. 
arms down at the side of 
the body...on the floor. 
Now bend the knees, pull- 
ing the feet on the floor up 
near the buttocks. : Separate 
the Knees as far apart as 
you possibly can. Lift the 
very bottom of your spine 
(which is called the coccyx) 
up off the floor as far as 
you can. Then, dig the 
spine at the waistline down 
into the floor as hard as 
you can. Relax, then re- 
peat this exercise ten times, 
holding the Accentuated 
Good Posture Position for 
one minute each time. 


ATCH that thick waist- 
line go with this exer- 
cise. Take a book and sit 
down on a stool or hard 
chair. Sit on the chair with 
your feet 12 inches apart... 
Pull your tummy in tight 
.Lean ‘way over and 
place the book on the floor 
to the left of you as far 
from your feet as you pos- 
sibly can Come now, 
push that book farther on 
the floor away from you. 
Now, sit up straight, take 
a deep breath. Pull your 
tummy in as tight as you 
can, lean over to the left, 
reach down and pick up 
your book . . . Then repeat 
this “book placing” exer- 
cise to the right. Do it 
about ten times each day. 
Now take that same book 
and use it for slimming 
your ankles. Off with your 
shoes and place the book 
(about an inch thick) on 
the floor. Then, standing 
barefooted with the balls of 
your feet resting on the 
book, and your bare heels 
resting on the floor, ever 
so slightly raise up with 
your weight on the balls of 
your feet. Hold this posi- 
tion while you count five, 
then ever so slowly lower 
your heels to the floor. 
Repeat this exercise ten 
times. 


,tS books again, and this 
time to help firm the 


each hand and your 
feet 12 inches apart. Stretch 
your arms out shoulder 
level, with the books rest- 
ing on your upturned palms, 
and begin inscribing tiny 
little circles with your arms 
going up...back...down... 
and forward. Be sure to 
press your arms back and 
down as hard as you pos- 
sibly can. Make tiny circles 
ten times and then larger 
circles for ten times more. 


Do You Need Building Up? 


HE Accentuated Good 

Posture Position goes 
for you too. 

Here’s an exercise to make 
your chest and shoulders 
lovelier—-take the AGPP on 
your back on the floor, with 
arms down at side. Now, 
keeping your arms straight, 
raise them above the head 
' and push them back 
on the floor as far as pos- 
sible. Lower the arms and 
repeat exercise 20 times. 


7 exercise will help to 

develop your arms. Sit- 
ting cross-legged next to the 
wall (with your waistline 
digging tight into the wall) 
raise your arms above your 
head on the wall, with el- 
bows slightly bent and with 
your elbows and your wrists 
tight flat next to the wall. 
Now, ever so slowly pull 
your arms down to your 
side so that your fingertips 
come to your shoulders and 
your bent elbows come back 
to your ribs. Repeat this 
exercise 20 times. 


THs exercise will help de- 
velop your calves. Sit on 
the floor, with your knees 
bent and your feet near 
your. buttocks. Your knees, 
calves, heels and toes should 
be touching. Then, put your 
weight on your hands be- 
hind your body. With 
weight on the outside edge 
of your feet, slide them 
down on the floor, keeping 
the calves pressing. With 
legs straight, calves touch- 
ing, knees turned out, 
stretch the toes toward the 
floor. Hold this position, 
then slide your legs back 
to original position. Repeat 
from 10 to 20 times. 

Slim legs can be spoiled 
by fleshy Knees and thighs. 
You'll have to work to slim 
them down. Here’s one for 
helping to slim down fat 
knees. Lie on the floor, 
draw your feet up close to 
your buttocks, then slap 
your knees together as hard 
as you can from 20 to 100 
times twice daily until your 
knee measurement is down 
to where it should be.

Wits the tang of Novem- 
ber in the air, announc- 
ing the advent of the gay 
season ahead, you will want 
to plan for more formal 
entertaining.

need not be stored away for 
special occasions, but can be 
confidently entrusted to 
soap and water as often as 
necessary. The important 
point is to retain the origi- 
nal size and shape of the 
piege after washing. There 


are’* several! tricks for that. . 


One is simply to measure 
the piece before washing. 
Jot down the figures for 
future reference, and spread 
the piece flat to dry, eased 
to fit the original dimen- 
sions. If necessary, you can 
pin in place with rust-proof 
pins. 

Another way is to baste 
the cloth or mats to an old 
sheet before washing. Then 


wash sheet and all, and 
spread smoothly to dry. 
Keep your washing suds 
and rinse waters evenly 
lukewarm. Make up a rich 
suds and immerse the 
pieces, pressing the suds 
through and through. Do 
not rub two parts of the 
lace together. Instead rub 
gently with two soaped fin- 
gers.

Rinse several times in clear 
water, supporting the piece 
in both hands so that the 
weight of the water does 
not pull stray ends out of 
shape.

Use a 
not-too-warm iron and press 
on the wrong side with 
plenty of padding on the 
board. To insure place mats 
drying uniformly to size, 
place one on top of the 
other exactly and iron over 
several at once. With round 
mats, iron from the center 
out in straight strokes to 


avoid rippling. 


For Your Fine Glassware and Crystal 


(sae a and pre- 
cious crystal, to look its 
best, must be shining and 
immaculate. Perhaps to 
save time and trouble you 
let your ordinary table 
glasses drain dry after a 
hot water rinse, but that 
will not do for your prized 
items such as lovely Water- 
ford goblets, an elaborately 
patterned Victorian flower 
vase, or an antique Thou- 
sand Daisies compote. They 
need something special in 
the way of care. Yet some- 
times the cleansing seems 
to present problems. 

Tall slender vases, for ex- 
ample—-did you ever .think 
how easily you can wash 
them with a long-handled 
bottle brush? Just fill the 
vase with warm soapy 
water, scour the bottom and 
Side with the brush, and 
rinse. Or here’s another 
expedient. Fill the vase 
about half full of soapy 


warm water (you can add 
a bit of ammonia for good 
measure). Then tear up 
small pieces of newspaper, 
drop them into the soapy 
water, and swish them 
around vigorously. They 
will do a grand job of clean- 
ing off ring-marked sides 
of flower vases. 

Patterns which are deep- 
ly incised often develop 
dank lines of hard-to-remove 
soil. Have you tried using 
an orange stick, wrapped in 
well-soaped cotton? 

Here is another sugges. 
tion, borrowed from profes- 
sionals, to achieve a gleam- 
ing polish on glassware. 
After it is all washed and 
dried, rub it with crumpled 
tissue.
